NEW ANTHEM IS 
SUNG AT ST PAUL'S 


THE FIRST official rendition 
of God Save The King marked 
the end of an emotional 
celebration of the life of the 
late Queen and the beginning 
of the reign of King Charles. 

At a packed thanksgiving 
service held yesterday at St 
Paul’s Cathedral, The Bishop 
of London, The Rt Revd and 
Rt Hon Dame Sarah Mullally, 
said Her Majesty had “been 
this nation’s unerring 
heartbeat”. 

Prime Minister Liz Truss, 
Chancellor Kwasi Kwarteng 
and the Speaker of the House 
of Commons, Sir Lindsay 
Hoyle were among the 
2,000-strong crowd who 
attended the service, led by 
the Dean Designate, Revd 
Andrew Tremlett. 


THE King paid a heartfelt tribute 
to his “darling Mama” last night 
and, in a historic television address, 
pledged his life to serving the 
nation as she had done. 

Sitting at a mahogany desk 
beside a photograph of the Queen 
that he had chosen from Clarence 
House, Charles III appeared close 
to tears at times — praising his late 
mother as an inspiration and an 
example to all of his family. 

He said: “We owe her the most 
heartfelt debt any family can 
owe to their mother; for her love, 
affection, guidance, understanding 
and example. 

“To my darling Mama, as you 
begin your last great journey to 
join my dear late Papa, I want sim- 
ply to say this: thank you. 

“Thank you for your love and 
devotion to our family and to the 
family of nations you have served 
so diligently all these years.” 

In a final flourish borrowed from 
Shakespeare’s Hamlet, he added:

His emotional address, his first to 
the nation and the Commonwealth 
as monarch, was seen by millions 
around the UK and right around 
the world. 

MPs watched the speech in 
silence in the House of Commons 
chamber, some visibly wiping away 
tears, before applauding at the end 
of the address. 

The nine and a half minute 
broadcast had been recorded ear- 
lier yesterday afternoon in the 
Blue Drawing Room at 
Buckingham Palace where the late 
Queen Elizabeth II delivered sev- 
eral of her Christmas messages. 

The King echoed the vow that his 
mother had made on her 21st 
birthday — to devote his whole life, 
however long it may be, to service. 

His Majesty added: “That prom-

God grants me, to uphold the con- 
stitutional principles at the heart of 
our nation.” 

The monarch used his address to 
make William and Kate the new 
Prince and Princess of Wales, an 


honour not always accorded to the 
heir to the throne immediately. 

He also offered an olive branch 
to the estranged Duke and Duchess 
of Sussex, expressing his “love for 
Harry and Meghan as they con- 
tinue to build their lives overseas”. 

The King, dressed in a black suit, 
white shirt, black tie and with a 
black and white checked handker- 
chief in his breast pocket, paid trib- 
ute to his “darling wife” Camilla, 
the new Queen Consort. 

He said: “I know she will bring 
to the demands of her new role the 
steadfast devotion to duty on 
which I have come to rely so 
much.” He vowed to retain the 
monarchy’s devotion to the Church 
of England and its values. 

But he also set out the changes 
his new role will bring, confirming 
—as the Daily Express has reported 
— he will now have to distance him- 
self from his charities which shaped 
much of his life as heir to the 
throne, and their sometimes con- 


troversial fundraising efforts, 
because of his new responsibilities. 

The King said: “My life will of 
course change as I take up my new 
responsibilities. It will no longer 
be possible for me to give so much 
of my time and energies to the 
charities and issues for which I care 
so deeply. But I know this impor- 
tant work will go on in the trusted 
hands of others.” 

On the desk was a posy of sweet 
peas and rosemary, representing 
remembrance. A vase beside him 
with three corgis on was from his 
late mother’s audience room.

A long and glorious reign has come to a 
close. A new one, full of exciting possibili- 
ties, now opens. 

Our sorrow at what we have lost in the 
death of our beloved Queen Elizabeth II 
stands alongside our hope for the future in 
the accession of King Charles III. 

That contrast was encapsulated in the 
poignant scenes outside Buckingham 
Palace yesterday afternoon, where a huge 
crowd greeted the new King on his first 
walkabout in a mood that was both sombre 
and jubilant. 

Conflicting emotions swirled through the 
throng, with well-wishers alternatively anx- 
ious to express their sympathy over his loss 
and eager to cheer him as he takes on his 
responsibilities, some even singing a chorus 
of God Save The King. 

King Charles himself embodied the clash 
between grief and resolve in his majestic, 
moving broadcast last night. It was his first 
chance to introduce himself to his people as 
their new sovereign, and he performed 
magnificently, showing that he is a natural 
communicator whose gift for language 
matches his authenticity. 

The raw sorrow at the departure of his 
“beloved mother” was all too obvious, as 
he praised her private warmth, humour and 
kindness, as well as her public devotion to 
duty and self-sacrifice. 

“T share that sense of loss beyond meas- 
ure with you all,” he said. 

The new King also displayed his benevo- 
lence of spirit, not only in his praise of his 
“darling wife” Camilla, now his Queen 
Consort, and the Cambridges, who now 
become the Prince and Princess of Wales, 
but also in generous mention of Prince 
Harry and Meghan, who caused such 
turmoil in the Royal Family during the 
Queen’s last years. 

The estranged couple would be foolish to 
reject this olive branch. 

What made the King’s broadcast all the 
more powerful was how he applied the 
uplifting lessons of his mother’s reign to his 
own vision for the new era. 

Referring to the late Queen’s dedication 
and respect for “constitutional principles”, 
he declared “that promise of lifelong ser 
vice I renew today”, a pledge he repeated

Commonwealth that he would “serve you 
with loyalty, respect and love”. Charles III 
has also been known for his sensitivity, but 
last night he combined this tenderness with 
a new authority. He truly came across as a 
man who was born to be King. 

The broadcast was an extraordinary high- 
light in the first day of official mourning. 

Feelings of duality were obvious through- 
out proceedings, where solemn reverence 
for our departed monarch mixed with a 
whirl of official activities to mark the 
arrival of the new one. 

Since Thursday, the country has been 
coming to terms with the shock of 
Elizabeth II’s death. Reportedly, shops in 
central London yesterday ran out of flow- 
ers, such was the demand from people

wanting to pay their respects. The 
affection that she inspired was reflected in 
the flood of tributes that continued to be 
made to her. 

Some of the most touching came from 
incongruous quarters, such as rock musi- 
cian Ozzy Osbourne, who said: “With a 
heavy heart, I say it is devastating the 
thought of England without Elizabeth II.” 

Generous tributes were also paid in the 
House of Commons, by far the best of 
which was by Boris Johnson, who described 
how he “choked up” when he had to pre- 
record an obituary for BBC. 

Adding to the solemnity were 96-gun 
salutes — one round for each year of her life 
— across with country, led by the Royal 
Horse Artillery in Hyde Park. Even at the 


end of her life, the Queen proved her 
remarkable capacity for bringing people 
together. As a mark of respect, militant 
trade unions, such as the train drivers’ 
RMT, called off their forthcoming strikes, 
part of a wave of cancellations that 
included the TUC annual conference and 
the football’s Premier League. 

Yet the central feature of the British mon- 
archy is its continuity. 

Alongside preparations for the Queen’s 
lying in state and the funeral, which will 
require Scotland Yard to mount the biggest 
security operation in its history, there is the 
bustle of formalities to mark the new reign. 

Today, the Accession Council, an ancient 
body that has its roots in the Privy Council, 
will meet in the august surroundings of St 
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James’s Palace in Whitehall, to swear in 
Charles III, a step that will be followed by 
the formal public proclamation of his acces- 
sion by the Garter King of Arms, accompa- 
nied by a fanfare from three trumpeters. 

Even before these events, Charles has 
already made an impressive start as the 
new sovereign, which reinforces how well 
equipped he is to wear the crown. 

Both his broadcast and his walkabout in 
front of the Palace graphically displayed his 
capacity to connect with the public. There is 
no doubt that he will make a fine King. 

At 73, he is by far the oldest monarch to 
ascend to the throne, but that long wait 
means he brings a wealth of experience 
and knowledge to the role. 

Immersed for decades in British public 
life since 1958, he will not be daunted by 
his new duties, which include close liaison 
with the Prime Minister. 

Yesterday, at Buckingham Palace, he held 
his first audience with Liz Truss, who has 
been in her job only two days longer than 
him. The signs are he will build a strong 
working relationship with her as they 
embark on the task of leading our country. 

As Prince of Wales, he sometimes strayed 
into political controversy over architecture, 
the environment, and agriculture, but his 
views generally turned out to be justified. 

Indeed, he is a man of remarkable insight 
and intelligence, who manages, as he put in 
his speech, to combine a “belief in progress 
with a love of tradition”.

He 
has already made a_ profound 
contribution through his work on 
conservation, education and his tire- 
less diplomacy. 

“We owe him our loyalty and devo- 
tion. The British people, the 
Commonwealth and all of us in this 
House will support him as he takes 
our country forward to a new era of 
hope and _ progress, our New 
Carolean age. 

“The Crown endures. Our nation 
endures. And in that spirit, I say: God 
save the King.” 

Leading the tributes to the Queen

in a crowded Commons chamber, the 
Prime Minister said: “In an instant, 
yesterday, our lives changed forever. 

“Today we show the world we do 
not fear what lies ahead. We send our 
deepest sympathy to all members of 
the Royal Family. 

“We pay tribute to our late Queen 
and we offer loyal service to our 
new King.” 

Since the Queen’s death there has 
been a “heartfelt outpouring of 
grief”, the Prime Minister told MPs, 
who held a minute’s silence. She said: 
“Crowds have gathered, flags have 
been lowered to half-mast, tributes 
have been sent from every continent 
around the world. 

“On the death of her father George 
VI, Winston Churchill said the news 
had ‘stilled the clatter and traffic of 
20th-century life in many lands’. 

“Now, 70 years later, in the 
tumult of the 21st century, life has 
paused again. 

“Her late Majesty Queen Elizabeth 
II was one of the greatest leaders the 
world has ever known.” 

The Prime Minister said the Queen 
had devoted herself to the Union and 
the 15 countries she served as head 
of state and added: “She bequeaths 
a modern, dynamic nation that 
has grown and flourished under 
her reign.” 

Ms Truss recalled how the Queen 
helped to rally the nation during the 
first Covid lockdown. 

The monarch gave a moving 
address to the nation promising “we

will meet again” and insisting “we 
will succeed — and that success will 
belong to every one of us”. 

The PM said: “Her words of wis- 
dom gave us strength in the most test- 
ing times. During the darkest 
moments of the pandemic, she gave 
us hope that we would meet again.

“As we meet today, we remember 
the pledge she made on _ her 
21st birthday to dedicate her life 
to service.

Our thoughts and 
sympathies are with her 
family and friends — 
including His Majesty the 
King, Charles III. 

Many people will be 
surprised by their own 
reactions over the coming 
days and weeks, and by the 
nation’s outpouring of grief. 

When someone so 
prominently in the public 
eye dies, the emotional 
vulnerability we experience 
as individuals can be 
overwhelming. Times of 
collective grief may 
naturally trigger emotions 
and memories around grief 
from losses in your own life. 

After the death of 
someone close, it can be 
normal to feel guilty for 
grieving in public. You may 
feel embarrassed that 
others may judge you — so 
may wear an “I’m okay” 
mask in public. 

But when a public figure 
has died and the whole 
nation is openly grieving, it 
gives us “permission” to 
feel sad, shed tears and 
grieve — not necessarily for 
the public figure, but for our 
own losses which we have 
been taken back to. 

It can feel like a time when 
it’s unusually socially 
acceptable to be openly sad 
and to talk about your own 
life losses. 


Loss 


Seeing repeated mentions 
in the news makes the 
language of loss and visual 
reminders about death 
very present. 

Others may be sharing 
their sadness and talking 
about their experiences — 
both in your personal 
circles and on TV, radio 
and social media. 

This may naturally trigger 
emotions and memories 
around grief from losses 
in your own life. 

This outpouring of 
emotions will hit all ages. 
Young children across the 
UK will have done school 
projects on the Queen 
and celebrated her Jubilee 
year in June. 

Hearing that she has died, 
they may well have lots of 
questions, pick up on the 
emotions of adults around 
them and feel sad. 

A time of national or 
collective grief can be an 
important moment in our 
lives. Witnessing and 
experiencing grief around 
us at this time may, in the 
event of any future personal 
loss, encourage an 
openness in an individual’s 
expression of grief.

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ING Charles IIl’s entire life has 

been a journey towards the 

moment today when he will be 

officially proclaimed this nation’s 

monarch. At the age of 73, as he 

grieves the passing of his mother, 
he now takes on the role of a lifetime. 

There is every reason to expect that he will 
be respected and loved as a kind and caring 
king who will pursue his vocation with the 
same dedication that defined Queen 
Elizabeth II’s reign. 

He has lived in the glare of flashbulbs and 
spotlights but also grasped every opportu- 
nity to talk with, inspire, support and 
encourage people who live far beyond the 
privileged circles in which he was raised. 

The King has an intimate knowledge that 
few can match of our nation and _ its 
challenges. Rather than embrace the life of 
a jet-setter he has tirelessly sought to 
unlock opportunities for people who have 
few advantages. 

The Prince’s Trust, founded in 1976, has 
helped more than a million young people 
overcome often daunting obstacles and fulfil 
their potential. Throughout Britain, there are 
men and women who battled homelessness 
or who found themselves in trouble with the 
law whose lives were changed by this inter 
nationally respected charity. 

Our new monarch is probably happier 
meeting community volunteers and young 
people who have started their own busi- 
nesses than turning up for red carpet events. 
He has little interest in the glitz that comes 
with being a royal and is in every sense a 
gentleman of substance. 

As the Prince of Wales he carved out a role 
for himself at the heart of our national life. 
This was no easy task when everything he 
did drew instant comparisons with the con- 
duct of a cherished Queen, and when he 
ventured into public debates he risked both 
mockery and complaints that his interven- 
tions had no place in a country with a consti- 
tutional monarchy. 

As the decades have passed, however, his 
passion for the environment and architec- 
ture that reflects Britain’s heritage is no 
longer seen as quirky. Instead, it is now 
widely recognised that he was a man ahead 
of his times. 


TTHE heart of his vision is a deep 

concern that we should not deny 

future generations treasures — 
whether in the natural or the built environ- 
ment — which enrich our lives. 

A reluctant celebrity, he has used his 
colossal fame to highlight the threat of cli- 
mate change and done everything he can to 
keep the future of the planet on the political 
agenda. As Britain became a more pluralist 
nation, he strove to forge links with different 
faith traditions and he seeks wisdom wher 
ever it can be found. 

Politicians have taken years to realise that 
the greatness of a nation cannot be captured 
by its GDP alone. A good society will pre- 
serve the best of the past, give special atten- 
tion to the most vulnerable, and champion 
excellence in innovation and art; our new 
King has spent his life doing exactly this, and 
it is exciting to imagine how he will continue 
this work as monarch. Like his mother, he 
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will use the immense symbolic power of the 
Crown for the common good. 

He strengthened the spirit of reconcilia- 
tion in Ireland in 2015 when he shook hands 
with Sinn Fein’s Gerry Adams, even though 
the IRA murdered his beloved great-uncle 
Lord Louis Mountbatten in 1979, and he 
will have a wealth of future opportunities to 
champion peace and forgiveness. 

Successive prime ministers prized their 
weekly audiences with the Queen. It was a 


rare opportunity to speak to someone of 
unparalleled experience about the most vex- 
ing issues facing the nation; these are 
moments when a PM can speak with can- 
dour, unafraid that his or her words will leak. 

Liz Truss will doubtless value such oppor- 
tunities to talk with King Charles III. He will 
have strong opinions and unique insights 
that he is absolutely entitled to share, and he 
can also relate to the pressures that come 
with living under relentless scrutiny. His 


family’s most difficult days have been sub- 
jected to forensic analysis, with romances, 
break-ups and tragedy documented and 
dramatised, and he could be forgiven for 
hankering after a more normal life. 

But it is joyful to see the sheer pleasure at 
the heart of his marriage to the Queen 
Consort, Camilla, whom he describes as his 
“darling wife”. 

They understand one another and are true 
companions, alive with warmth and humour. 
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New responsibilities will be thrust upon 
their already burdened shoulders but we 
hope they find enjoyment and excitement in 
this latest chapter of Britain’s royal story. 
Our culture is sometimes accused of wor 
shipping the cult of youth, and it is healthy 
for us to have two septuagenarians in this 
elevated position. They will remind the coun- 


try that fun, adventure and curiosity are not 
the sole preserve of twentysomethings. 
His Majesty will want to keep up his phe- 


nomenal work rate but we hope in their trav- 
els and engagements they will have time to 
savour each other’s company.

KING Charles has revealed the Royal Family 
will remain in mourning for the Queen over 
a period expected to last 17 days from today. 

The nation will observe it for 10 days — 
officially — with the Firm’s then extended for 
seven days beyond the funeral of Her 
Majesty, expected to take place on 
September 19. 

The Royals will be joined in their mourn- 
ing period by troops on ceremonial duties, 
Royal Household staff, and their representa- 
tives on official duties.

If the funeral takes place 
as expected, they will remain lowered until 
8am on September 27. 

A spokesman for Buckingham Palace said: 
“At Buckingham Palace, members of the 
public will be guided to lay floral tributes at 
dedicated sites in Green Park or Hyde Park. 

“At Windsor Castle, floral tributes can be 
left at Cambridge Gate on the Long Walk. 
These flowers will be brought inside the cas- 
tle every evening and placed on the castle 
chapter grass on the south side of St George’s 
Chapel and Cambridge Drive. 

“At the Sandringham Estate, members of 
the public are encouraged to leave floral trib- 
utes at the Norwich Gates. 

“At Balmoral Castle, floral tributes can be 
left at the main gate. At the Palace of 
Holyroodhouse, members of the public are 
encouraged to give floral tributes to the war 
dens at the entrance to the Queen’s Gallery.

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Camilla’s long road

FOREVER at Charles’s side, Camilla has 
transformed from sweetheart, to royal 
mistress, supportive partner and now Her 
Majesty the Queen Consort. 

Now 75, Camilla has forever been the 
love of our new king’s life, a confidante so 
close that while engaged to Diana he even 
gave her a bracelet engraved “F” and “G” — 
their pet names for each other being Fred 
and Gladys. 

Vilified by the grieving public after the 
tragic death of Diana in 1997, after the prin- 
cess partly blamed her for the breakdown of 
her marriage, Camilla has suffered, defied 
and endured. 

In an interview with Vogue earlier this 
year she tellingly said of the anger towards 
her: “I sort of rise above it and get on with 
it. You’ve got to get on with life.” 

The wife of 17 years to Charles she has 
blossomed over the years before the British 
public. More than accepted, she has been 
taken into their hearts and her cheerful, 
easy manner embraced and loved. 

Yesterday as His Majesty The 
King was greeted with cheers and 
patriotic shouts from a huge 
crowd outside Buckingham 
Palace, cheers greeted Queen 
Consort Camilla too. 

But life has not always 
been so easy for the royal 
couple. Decades ago it 
seemed their relationship 
was never meant to be after 
Charles fell for her when 
they met in their early 20s. 

Born Camilla Rosemary 
Shand, on July 17, 1947, to an 
upper-class and _ well-con- 
nected family her parents 
would have hoped for great 
things from her. But not royal 
ambitions. 

She was raised on the family’s 18th- 
century country estate in Plumpton, East 
Sussex, with her father Bruce Shand, a 
retired Army officer, reading her bedtime 
stories while mother Rosalind, ferried the 
children to school, activities and the beach. 

A Swiss finishing school prepared bubbly 
Camilla for being a London debutante and 
from the mid-1960s she enjoyed an on-off 
relationship with a Household Cavalry 
officer Andrew Parker Bowles. 

In the early 1970s she was introduced to 
the young Prince Charles. His biographer 
Jonathan Dimbleby wrote: “She was affec- 
tionate, unassuming, and — with all the 
intensity of first love — he lost his heart to 
her almost at once.” 

But Charles was pursuing his Navy career 
and while on an eight-month deployment 
overseas in 1973, Andrew proposed to 
Camilla and she accepted. 

Robert Lacey wrote in his book Royal: 
Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II that Charles 
met Camilla too early. Sarah Bradford wrote 
in her book Diana that Charles’s great-uncle 
Lord Mountbatten arranged for him to go 
overseas to clear a path for him to later step 
out with Mountbatten’s granddaughter 
Amanda Knatchbull. 

Others claim the Queen Mother did not 
approve of Camilla, as she wanted Charles 
to marry one of the granddaughters of her 
close friend Lady Fermoy. 

Despite her marriage, Camilla, her 
husband and Charles maintained their 
friendship. Andrew played polo with 
Charles, who was asked to be godfather to 
Tom, the Parker Bowles’s first child. 

In 1981 Charles had met and proposed to 


the young Lady Diana Spencer. In Diana: 
Her True Story, author Andrew Morton 
claimed Diana almost called off the wedding 
after finding the “F” and “G” bracelet 
Charles had made for Camilla. 

Charles insisted he and Camilla only 
rekindled their romance when his marriage 
had “irretrievably broken down”. 

But as Diana so memorably stated on the 
now-shamed 1995 Panorama interview 
“there were three of us in this marriage”. 

Camilla’s divorce was finalised in 1995, 
while Charles and Diana’s marriage officially 
ended in 1996. After Diana’s death the fol- 
lowing year, Camilla’s pariah role worsened. 

Her son Tom Parker Bowles described his 
mother’s steely fortitude as one of her great- 
est assets — revealing why she has been such 
a rock to our new monarch. Tom said in 
2017: “My mother is bullet-proof.” 

Rehabilitating Camilla into the public’s 


affections has been slow and cautious but 
determined and ultimately hugely successful 
— culminating in the couple’s ecstatic and 
loving reception from well-wishers when 
they finally married at a civil ceremony at 
Windsor Guildhall in 2005. 

Just a few months after their wedding, 
Prince Harry described his father’s new 
bride as “wonderful woman” and added: 
“William and I love her to bits and get on 
really well with her.” 

Camilla’s life now revolves around public 
engagements, royal duties and supporting 
her husband and her family. 

Away from the spotlight she is also an 
enthusiastic grandmother of five. During 
lockdown, the then Duchess of Cornwall, 
spoke of her sadness at not being able to give 
her grandchildren a “huge hug”. 

Her nephew Ben Elliot told Vanity Fair 
magazine: “She has a very close and 


supportive family, and a close group of old 
friends.” 

Camilla has also used her public role to 
champion a number of worthy and vital 
causes — such as raising awareness about 
osteoporosis, which afflicted her mother and 
grandmother; crusading against domestic 
abuse and sexual violence; and literacy. 

After her marriage to Charles, royal aides 
hinted that Camilla did not want to be 
known as Queen Consort. 

She “intended” instead, when the time 
came, to be known as Princess Consort — a 
title never before used in British history. 

But last February, the Queen finally sealed 
her own approval to her eldest son’s happi- 
ness by declaring it was her “sincere wish 
that, when that time comes, Camilla will be 
known as Queen Consort”. 

Her Majesty chose the 70th anniversary 
of her accession to the throne to make

THE Queen’s death could mean 
a range of new titles for 
members of the Royal Family. 

These include the first Prince 
and Princess of Sussex and a 
new Duke of Edinburgh. 

Meghan Markle and Prince 
Harry’s son, Archie 
Mountbatten-Windsor, three, is 
now technically a prince. 

His younger sister, Lili 
Mountbatten-Windsor, one, is 
also entitled to be a princess. 

The rules set out by King 
George V in 1917 mean Archie 
and Lili — as the children 
of ason ofa 
sovereign — also 
now have an HRH 
style, if they 
choose to use it. 

Meghan’s 
refusal to give up 
her title as the 
Duchess of Sussex 
when she and 
Prince Harry moved 
to the US caused 
controversy.

as 1999, on his marriage to 
Sophie Rhys-Jones, 
Buckingham Palace announced 
that Edward would eventually 
succeed his father Prince Philip 
as Duke of Edinburgh.

If Edward becomes the Duke 
of Edinburgh, his wife the 
Countess of Wessex will 
become the Duchess of 
Edinburgh — a courtesy title 
which was held by the Queen 
following her marriage.

SO we will have to learn to call 
William the Prince of Wales. 

That will take time, seeing as his 
father bore the title for almost as 
long as Elizabeth II was Queen. 

And the title of Princess of Wales 
will sit gracefully on the shoulders 
of Kate — a true and worthy succes- 
sor to Princess Diana. 

King Charles, in his address to 
the nation, yesterday revealed he 
was “proud to create” his son and 
heir William as Prince of Wales. 

The Duke of Cambridge has also 
become Duke of Cornwall. He 
inherits vast lands dating from the 
reign of Edward III in the 
Fourteenth century. 

They are worth at least £1billion 
and include 205 square miles — or 
an eyepopping 0.2 per cent — of 
Britain’s landmass. Most famously, 
perhaps, William’s new bailiwick 
includes Dartmoor prison — but 
Duchy properties stretch all over 
the country: mainly in Devon and 
Cornwall but also out to Hereford, 
Somerset, Kent and far beyond. 

If he was wealthy before, William 
is now among the world’s super 
rich. He is not allowed to sell his 
properties but will enjoy the inter- 
est from rents from them, as well 
the vast sums of banking interest 
which come from the multi-million 
annual surpluses ploughed back 
into Duchy coffers which also 
directly benefit him and his family. 

If this is a happy state of affairs 
for Cornwall’s new duke, things do 
not look quite so rosy for his 
tenants. Ancient laws which apply 
only to the Duchy mean if a 
person dies in its lands without 
leaving a will, their estate is 
grabbed by William’s people. 

Last month a woman faced 
eviction from her rented property 
in Poundbury for having too many 
plants in her garden. Residents of 
the Dorset community may not 
choose their front-door paint with- 
out prior Duchy approval. 

In the Scilly Isles a 
man claimed he 
had been pre- 
vented from 
buying _ out 
the 76-year 
lease on his 
owned 
property as 
he damned 
the Duchy 
for its “feu- 
dal” ways. 
Also, huge 
housing _ sites 
planned by (the 
now) King Charles 
in Somerset’s Newton 
St Loe and Faversham in 
Kent drew protests at the loss of 
treasured beauty spots. 

Only last year there were street 
protests in Truro at the lack of 
social housing in the Duchy. 


Even the Commons’ Public 


Accounts 
| Committee 
concluded 
a few years 
ago that the 
Duchy 
should be 
subject to 
more rigorous 
scrutiny by 
ministers. 
William now inher- 
its all these headaches 
and the big question is: Does he 
loosen the grip on Duchy tenants, 
bringing them into line with other 
individuals across Britain — or does 
he carry on as a “feudal” landlord? 
The first option — one more likely 
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to be followed by the free-thinking 
prince — means he runs the risk of 
clashing with his father the King, 
who over many decades saw no 
reason to change ancient statutes 
stretching back centuries. 

King Charles III is a traditional- 
ist — William less so. But so far we 
have seen no direct clash between 
father and son over the way things 
should be done. 

But Charles has always liked to 
think of himself as an innovator — 
building a model town like 
Poundbury, for example — and will 
watch William’s husbandry of the 
vast estate which had been his 
personal train set all those years. 

Will their different approaches 
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he also takes control of vast historic estates worth least £1bn 


come to a confrontation between 
the new King and the new Prince 
of Wales? 

It would not be the first time. 
Queen Victoria so deplored her 
son, the then Prince of Wales 
(Bertie), that she denied him access 
to Cabinet papers until her death, 
when he was 59. 

King George V despised his son 
the Prince of Wales (David) and 
predicted, correctly, that he would 
abdicate rather than face up to his 
responsibilities as sovereign. 

Further back, the early King 
Georges — I, II and III — looked on 
their male successors with suspi- 
cion if not downright hatred. 

William’s relationship with King 


Charles is said to be more cordial 
than the ones these predecessors 
had but stops short, let’s say, of 
seeing eye-to-eye. 

He is still Diana’s son after all 
and he witnessed her anguish as 
the marriage with his father broke 
down. At the time of her death 
Charles had become a_ distant 
father — not entirely his fault — but 
it was difficult for both to over 
come the yawning gap which had 
opened up in their relationship. 

That may give William the free- 
dom to think that now he is Duke 
of Cornwall he can bring about 
changes which many of the 
Duchy’s tenants say have been 
overdue for decades, if not centu- 
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ries in some cases. All this is in the 
future. The Queen and her passing 
are at the forefront of everyone’s 
minds this week — and for weeks 
and months to come. 

But just as Charles III long ago 
mapped out a strategy for his reign, 
so too will William have carved out 
a plan for the Duchy. 

Affairs of state will now keep 
Charles busy, with little time to 
look over William’s shoulder as he 
brings about social change within 
the Duchy. 

But there will come a day when 
father and son have a talk. 

How fascinating it would be to 
be a fly on the wall when that 
finally takes place.

THE Dalai Lama led global tributes to the 
Queen yesterday, writing a deeply personal 
letter to King Charles. 

The spiritual leader and former head of 
state of Tibet told of his “deep sadness”. 

The 14th Dalai Lama, known as Gyalwa 
Rinpoche to his people, added: “Her reign, 
as Britain’s longest-serving monarch, repre- 
sented celebration, inspiration and a reassur- 
ing sense of continuity for so many people 
alive today. 

“Your mother lived a meaningful life with 
dignity, grace, a strong sense of service and a 
warm heart, qualities we all should treasure.” 

Across the world, there has been an 
extraordinary outpouring of grief, sadness 
and shock over Her Majesty’s passing. 

As people paid their own tributes, one 
sentiment was common — heartfelt thanks 
and gratitude for a lifetime of selfless 
devotion to duty. 

Australia, a Commonwealth country vis- 
ited 16 times by the Queen, had the sails of 
the iconic Sydney Opera House lit up with 
an image of her smiling face. She had been 
present when the building was opened in 
1973. The tribute paid to honour her as a 
“model of strength and stability”. 

The Nasdaq Billboard in Times Square, 
New York, showed a smiling picture of Her 
Majesty and the Empire State Building 
nearby by was lit up in purple. 

The city’s Tea & Sympathy British restau- 
rant became a shrine, with mourners clutch- 
ing flowers while ordering cups of tea as a

way of paying their respects. President Joe 
Biden signed the condolence book at the 
British Embassy in Washington while the US 
Ambassador Jane Hartley said: “We grieve 
with the people of the United Kingdom and 
the Commonwealth. 

“There has been no greater steward of the 
alliance of friendship and cooperation 
between the United States and the United 
Kingdom than Queen Elizabeth. Her dedica- 
tion to public service is an example to us all. 

“Throughout her reign, she was always 
received in the United States with great 
respect and adoration, embodying every- 
thing we love most about the British — their 
humour, humility and grace. 

“The Queen’s life of service has been a 
gift, not just to her people, but to the world.” 

The national flag flew at half-mast in 
Kuwait City, the statue of Christ The 
Redeemer bore the colours of the Union 
Jack while the Elysee Palace in Paris paraded 
the British flag. 

The Eiffel Tower, usually illuminated, went 
dark in tribute and French President 
Emmanuel Macron signed a condolence 
book at the capital’s British Embassy. 

Both the Union Jack and Israel’s national 
flag were projected on the walls of 
Jerusalem’s Old City. 

Members of the Armed Forces in New 
Zealand performed a ceremonial Maori 
haka at the Auckland War Memorial. 

In Berlin, flowers and candles were laid 
outside the British Embassy, while in Venice 
God Save The Queen was played outside the 
city’s Festival Buildings. The National 
Anthem rang out at the Venice Film Festival 
as Hollywood stars, including Brad Pitt and 
Ana de Armas arrived on the red carpet. 

Canadian Prime Minister Justin Trudeau 
said the Queen had “an obvious deep and 
abiding love for Canadians”. He added: 
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ing is a great loss to 
British people.” 

Flags were lowered to 
half-mast around the 
world including at the 
Nato headquarters in 
Brussels, Belgium. Ursula von 


“Her steady grace and resolve brought com- 
fort to us all.

She was one of my 
favourite people in the world, and I will miss 
her so.” Chinese President Xi Jinping offered 
“sincere sympathies” and added: “Her pass-

tion, while remaining rooted in tradition that 
truly mattered to her, was an example of true 
leadership”. 

Queen Margrethe II of Denmark, now the 
world’s only reigning female monarch, wrote 
to King Charles to express her condolences. 

King Willem-Alexander of The 
Netherlands, Queen Elizabeth’s fifth cousin, 
said he and his Queen Maxima remembered 
the “steadfast and wise” monarch with 

“deep respect and great affection”. 
Ukrainian forces paid their 
own unique tribute by daub- 
ing artillery shells with 
“RIP Queen Elizabeth 
Il” and “Keep Calm 

and Carry On” as they 
continued their resist- 
ance against Russian 
forces. 
In Moscow, flowers 
including bouquets of 
red roses were placed at 
the British Embassy.

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HOW to describe a 
relationship with a 
woman old enough to 
be your mother, 
constantly present like your mother, 
who feels as safe, warm and wise as 
your mother — but whom you’ve 
never met? And yet every day of 
your life she’s been there, her face as 
familiar to you as your own, her 
words of guidance eagerly looked 
forward to every Christmas; her 
wisdom, when she speaks in a crisis 
such as the Covid pandemic, 
bringing balm to your anxious heart. 

But she wasn’t your mother of 
course, nor was she ever referred to 
as such; she would never be “Mutti” 
to us as Angela Merkel was to our 
German counterparts. We never 
actually thought of the Queen as a 
mother figure; that would have been 
an impertinence. We never lost sight 
of her importance, her grandeur, her 
connection to the pomp and 
circumstance of state occasions, to 
gold coaches, guards on horseback, 
to glistening tiaras and the 
magnificent Imperial State Crown, 
worn each year at the State Opening 
of Parliament until recently, when 
her frail ageing body could no longer 
bear its weight. 

We had the utmost respect for that 
beloved woman. She wasn’t just 
entitled to our deference, she 
thoroughly deserved every curtsy. 

We felt we knew her, but of course 
we didn’t. She was so careful in her 
conduct, so perfectly judged. She 
wore bright colours because, she 
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said, she “had to be seen to be 
believed”. That sounds calculating, 
and of course everything she did was 
designed to show off her role, it had 
to be. She never minimised her 
national significance, but when she 
smiled her natural gaiety shone 
through. She could be deeply 
solemn, wearing what her 
grandchildren called her Miss Piggy 
face, but her warmth was never in 
question. 

Can you imagine how difficult it 
must have been for a woman to 
reign as only the sixth female 
Sovereign since the 16th century? 
The prejudice she must have faced 
within her court and advisers, 
among her many successive 
governments and foreign heads of 
state? When she was crowned as a 
young woman she must have been 
aware of the doubters, of snide 
remarks about her sex and the 
weakness it implied in those days, 
among her own class. 

How did she win our constant 
respect, admiration and love for so 
many years, across the generations? 
These are far from deferential times, 
but we only ever teased our Queen, 
never ridiculed her, and the public 
was only angry with her once: 
following Diana’s death, when she 
remained at Balmoral, in her eyes 
protecting William and Harry, but in 
the opinion of her subjects showing 
disrespect for her former daughter 
in-law’s tragic death, compounding a 
feeling that Diana had been cruelly 
treated by Prince Charles in

particular, and the Royal Family in 
general. We were both hosting our 
morning television show at the time, 
and day after day our phone-ins 
revealed the frustration and fury of 
ordinary people all over the country. 
Why didn’t she come back to 
Buckingham Palace? Why wasn’t the 
Royal Standard flying at half-mast as 
a sign of mourning for the Princess? 

There were moments that week 
after Diana’s death when we, talking 
to hundreds of viewers from our 


studio, felt the monarchy was in 
grave danger. 

But as ever she paid attention. She 
brought Diana’s boys back home to 
Kensington Palace, she walked with 
them across that tear-strewn sea of 
flowers and candles outside the gates. 
And our anger dissipated in “about 
half an hour,” as Michael Sheen’s 
Tony Blair told Helen Mirren’s Queen 
in the only decent movie ever made 
about the Monarch, “The Queen.” 
The restive crowds were disarmed 
and soothed by her presence. Their 
trust in her was immediately restored. 

To both of us it seems easiest to 
understand Elizabeth II in the context 
of family. Because that small blood- 
linked team essentially explains the 
British Monarchy, its appeal and its 
weaknesses. 

Yes of course, the Queen was more 
than a mother: there were onerous 
responsibilities of state, grand 
banquets to seal friendly relations 
with difficult countries, exhausting 
foreign tours in which she was on 
show, representing the essence of our 
nation at its brilliant best. 

She had to dress perfectly, even 
choosing her jewellery (especially her 
beloved brooches) to flatter the 
country she was visiting. But to us, 
the real Queen was the woman we 
saw as the heart of her difficult family, 
ruefully admitting at a dinner to mark 
the 40th anniversary of her accession 
to the throne, that the passing year 
had been her “annus horribilis.” That 
year, 1992, was horrible all right; it 
marked the collapse of the marriages 
of three of her four children — Charles 
to Diana, Anne to Captain Mark 
Phillips and Andrew to Sarah 
Ferguson and to 
cap it all, Windsor Castle almost burnt 
to the ground. 

How fascinating that this monarch, 
with massive cares of state on her 
shoulders, should define one of 
the worst years of her life as 
the time when her children got 
divorced and her house burnt 
down. 

That beautifully judged 
acknowledgment of her own 
domestic troubles made us all feel 
she was one of us. We may not 
have a castle to burn, her subjects 
thought, but our house was 
flooded in the last great storm and 
our kids, like hers, are having 
problems with their spouses. 

Her more recent difficulties 
with grandson Harry and his 
American wife showed 
another side to the Queen. 
Her tact, but also her iron 
will. She wasn’t only a 
monarch, but the head of 
her family. 

It’s significant that as 
events with Harry 
reached their climax 
when the couple were 


interviewed by Oprah Winfrey, Prince 
Philip, always the patriarch, was in 
declining health. We’ll never know the 
conclusions he reached about this 
latest Palace scandal, but we can 
assume the Queen’s tactful but 
implacable response to Harry and 
Meghan’s complaints about their 
treatment by the Royal Family was 
fully supported by Philip. 

Still, what a cross to bear while her 
husband was approaching death — 
managing an angry grandson spilling 
poisonous resentment about his 
privileged life to an eager worldwide 
audience. But she did it; she made 
clear that Harry’s complaints about 
racism, while being seriously 
investigated, were open to question. 

“Some recollections may vary” was 
her response to her grandson’s 
accusation that unnamed royals were 
concerned about the colour of his 
unborn baby’s skin. Again, such tact, 
such wisdom, yet such firmness. Her 
beloved grandson was not to be 
indulged. Her statement was subtle, 
even loving, but Harry’s attempts to 
destroy his family and use the 
monarchy as a vehicle to further his 
new life as a California media multi- 
millionaire would not be tolerated. 
Enough was enough. 

So, even when frail and aged, 
Elizabeth managed her family. She 
was our beloved, irreplaceable Queen, 
but always a mother and 
grandmother. She must have been 
bone weary after Philip’s death, but 
she never complained. 

She believed monarchy is sacred, 
but so is motherhood. She could 
have distanced herself from her 
troublesome brood, cast them aside, 
but she never did. They, and we, owe 
Elizabeth II a debt we can never 
repay. She was miraculous, really.

VERYONE will remember where they 
were when the death of Queen 
Elizabeth II was announced. Most of 
us will recall, too, when we first heard 
the words, King Charles III. But what 
of the man himself, Charles Philip 
Arthur George, who has for decades walked 
a step behind his mother and whose shoes he 
must now fill? 

What sort of king will he be? Will he be a 
meddling monarch, or one who changes our 
fundamental understanding of what it is to 
be a modern sovereign? 

After one of the longest apprenticeships in 
history, the former Prince of Wales has finally 
got the top job. King Charles III will be in his 
75th year when his Coronation — not 
expected to be held for several months, 
almost certainly next year — takes place. 

When he stood on the balcony of 
Westminster Abbey at the age of five to wit- 
ness the crowning of his 27-year-old mother 
(she was just 25 when her father, King 
George VI, died), could he ever have con- 
ceived it would be an incredible seven dec- 
ades until the crown passed to him? Almost 
certainly not. 

But in those sometime turbulent interven- 
ing years, while waiting for the crown longer 
than any royal heir in British history, he has 
had a long time to prepare. 

First and foremost he will be a king in 
a hurry. 

Acutely aware of his age and the inevitable 
brevity of his reign compared to his mother’s 
70 years and 214 days on the throne, the 
longest of any British monarch, he will want 
to get cracking. Charles acknowledges he is 
“no longer young”, but often quotes his late 
mentor and friend, South African-born phi- 
losopher and writer Sir Laurens van der 
Post, who told him that, with every passing 
decade, one was not ten years older but “ten 
years wiser”. 

Indeed, “the wisdom of old age” has 
become one of Charles’s favourite phrases. 

He has drawn comfort from them, too, in 
darker days when he fretted that he 
might be “too old to make much of 
a difference, if any difference at 
all” when he did finally ascend 
the throne. But make a differ. 
ence he will, and from what he 
has told friends, we already 
have a good idea of his plans in 
some areas. 

Underpinning his progression 
as king is a belief that he has to 
streamline the royal family in line 
with the zeitgeist and the will of the 
British people. Through his work for

The new King knows he won't have the same 
freedom to write his ‘spidery’ letters to 
ministers. But neither will he shy away from 
the long-standing causes he holds dear. If 
only he could come up with a way of reuniting| } 


the youth charity The Prince’s Trust, which 
he founded in 1976, and as patron, president 
or member of more than 400 other charities 
and organisations, King Charles has seen first 
hand how poverty and lack of education 
limit opportunities. 

Where his mother had the luxury of time 
— and was sometimes criticised for being 
slow to adapt to the public mood, such as in 
the aftermath of the death of Diana, Princess 
of Wales — King Charles does not. 

While his mother oversaw an unprece- 
dented period of change, from 
the austere postwar years 
through the swinging 60s, 
the divisive 80s, Tony 
Blair’s three-term New 
Labour era, a return to 

economic austerity 
and then the pan- 
demic, this also ena- 
bled her to learn on 
the job. In her words, it 
was a role she was ill- 
prepared for at first.

died much too young and so it was all a very 
sudden kind of taking on, and making the 
best job you can,” she told a documentary. 

“It’s a question of maturing into something 
that one’s got used to doing and accepting 
the fact that here you are and it’s your fate. It 
is a job for life.” 

King Charles has learned at the feet of 
arguably history’s greatest ever monarch. 

His relatively short reign will magnify his 
desire to make his mark and like his mother, 
King Charles will be a dedicated and hard- 
working sovereign. 

He has often been found asleep at his 
study desk at midnight after a long evening’s 
work. Indeed, so keen is he to get going that 
he has been talking about a six-month sprint 
of activity after his coronation focusing on 
modernising areas of public life such as 
the honours system, ideas that are politically 
without risk and likely to receive universal 
approval. 

He favours dropping the outdated word 
“Empire” in, for example, the OBE, and 
replacing it with the word “Excellence”.

The 
investitures themselves could be revamped 
to make them more of a celebration. 

“Charles finds it a shame that after receiv- 
ing an honour at the palace, a big day in any- 
one’s life, recipients simply leave. How much 
more appropriate for everyone it would be 
for the occasion to be marked by a party,” he 
is quoted as telling a friend. 

But is this in line with his desire to stream- 
line the royal family, potentially one of 
the most difficult of his plans, which will 
require sensitive execution if he isn’t to upset 
his siblings. 

Ever since the death of Princess Diana 
almost exactly 25 years ago, Charles 
has been talking about slimming down 
the monarchy. 

An insider revealed in 2020: “Charles has 
never made any secret of the fact that he 
wants a slimmed-down monarchy when he 
becomes king. He realises that the public 
don’t want to pay for a huge monarchy.” 

To some extent this has happened organi- 
cally without his intervention. Prince Harry 
removed himself from royal life and relo- 


cated to America with wife Meghan, and 
Prince Andrew was excluded (Charles is 
believed to have applied pressure) as a result 
of the Jeffrey Epstein scandal. 

This slimmed down the invitation list for 
the Buckingham Palace balcony for the 
Platinum Jubilee flypast to just the Queen, 
Charles and William, plus Camilla, Kate and 
the three grandchildren George, Charlotte 
and Louis. 

Pointedly, Charles had once 
joked that the balcony was 
in danger of collapse 
under the weight of the 
burgeoning extended 
family. But observ- 
ers now noted with 
some sadness how 
empty it looked 
compared with 
previous national 
celebrations. 

But this is 
Charles’s vision of 
the royal future: in 
line with his ration- 
ale about protecting 
the monarchy for hard- 
pressed subjects who are 
as anxious to see value for 
money in their royal family as 
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in other areas of public life. Those figures 
surrounding him, however, were always 
meant to include his youngest son, Harry, 
daughter-in-law Meghan and their children 
Archie and Lilibet. 
How dearly King Charles would love to 
find a way of reuniting them all as a family. 
On this, as in so many matters, Charles 
will consult closely with the Duke of 
Cornwall and Cambridge who he wants 

involved every step of the way on 
major policies that will affect 
William, who he created 
Prince of Wales yesterday, 
when he inherits the 
throne.

days have gone. As he said on his 70th birth- 
day: “I’m not that stupid. I do realise that it is 
a separate exercise being sovereign.” 

Can anyone doubt, however, that his views 
won’t be trenchantly put in private to the 
Prime Minister in their weekly Tuesday even- 
ing audiences? And no one seriously expects 
Charles to abandon longer-held interests and 
views on such topics as foxhunting, the NHS, 
grammar schools and the environment. 

As the years have passed, Prince Charles 
has become increasingly alarmed by climate 
change and his passionate plea for action 
came as he addressed world leaders at the 
COP26 climate summit in Glasgow. 

Like another incoming leader down the 
road in Downing Street, King Charles’s in- 
tray is bulging. And where even will his in- 
tray be? It’s been mooted the King should 
base himself at Windsor Castle, leaving 
Buckingham Palace as a kind of grand offi- 
cial government hotel and events centre. 

Apart from the palace, he now has Windsor 
Castle, Sandringham House in Norfolk, 
Balmoral and nearby Birkhall, Scotland, on 
top of his own homes in London and 
Gloucestershire, Clarence House and 
Highgrove. He is understood to want to open 
up some royal homes to the public, not for 
just two months of the year as Buckingham 
Palace currently is, but all year round. 
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Balmoral Castle, where the Queen died, is 
earmarked to become a museum and will no 
longer be used as a royal residence. 

Unlike his mother who was very fond of 
Windsor Castle, Charles is said not to want 
to live at the Berkshire residence because its 
position under the Heathrow flight path 
makes it “too noisy”. 


T HEART Charles is a traditionalist 
who intends to ensure the continu- 
ity of the monarch in his mother’s 
image, using her tried and tested template. 

It’s said that his court will retain the 
ancient formality of curtsying, for example, 
but he may in time relax others aspects of 
the liveried dress code. All his duties will be 
performed with Camilla as Queen Consort 
at his side, a happy and unexpected clarifica- 
tion made by his mother on the anniversary 
of her 70th year as monarch. 

Charles, like his mother, a practising 
Christian, will become Defender of Faith but 
having studied other religions will want his 
Coronation to be an ecumenical statement at 
which every faith in the land will be 
represented. 

One thing unlikely to change is Charles’s 
daily routine. An early riser, he is generally at 
his desk by 8.45am and if at home, aside 
from a brisk walk at lunchtime, remains 
there until dinner time. Except now his days 
will be punctuated by more engagements 
and the red boxes of government papers that 
arrive every afternoon. 

Throughout this transformation in his life, 
he will keep his mother always close in his 
thoughts. In recent years, with a greater 
understanding of the pressures she was 
under as a young Queen, Charles and his 
mother had grown increasingly close. 

As he takes on the role, he will feel first- 
hand what an onerous responsibility it is to 
be Sovereign. With no prospect of Jubilee 
parties, Charles will have to rely on his char- 
acter and wisdom to harness the respect, loy- 
alty and affection of the British people. 

Yet with the love the British people 
hold for his mother in their hearts, the 
goodwill is there for the success of King 
Charles III’s reign. 
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TURBULENT AND BLOODY TIMES OF EARLIER 


MONARCHS WHO BORE THE NAME CHARLES 


CHARLES III is the first King with 
that name since the 1600s and 
shares it with two monarchs who 
reigned during one of the most 
turbulent periods in British history. 

The new monarch chose his 
Christian name as his official 
name, breaking with tradition like 
his mother before him. 

The reigns of father and 
son Charles I, inset, and 
Charles II spanned 
1625 to 1685 and saw 
the overthrow and 
restoration of the 
monarchy, the Great 
Fire of London and 
the plague. 

Charles | was the 
only British king to 
have been publicly 
executed, while Charles 
Il — known as the Merry 
Monarch — spent nine years in 
exile, fathering a dozen illegitimate 
children. 

Charles was an unpopular king 
whose reign saw the temporary 
downfall of the monarchy and 
establishment of an English 
republic for 11 years. 

He angered protestant groups

when he married the Catholic 
Bourbon Princess Henrietta Maria 
of France in 1625 and argued with 
parliament, which wanted to curb 
his powers. 

He fought the armies of the 

English and Scottish parliaments 
but was defeated in 1645 
and captured. After a 
brief period of escape, 
he was recaptured 

and executed in 

Whitehall in 1649. 

His son Charles II 
was proclaimed King 
of Scotland but was 
defeated by Oliver 
Cromwell at the Battle 
of Worcester in 1651 
before fleeing to Europe 
where he spent nine years 
in exile. Following Cromwell’s 
death in 1658, parliament 
proclaimed Charles II king and in 
1660 invited him to return. 

Charles II fled London’s plague 
in 1665 but the next year, he helped 
fight the Great Fire of London. He 
had no legitimate heirs, but had 12 
children by seven mistresses.

After 70 years of steadiness, 
the altering of many enduring 
symbols of our everyday lives 
will reflect the fact Britain 
once again has a king

OR 70 years, her regal 
profile has been part of 
the branding of our 
everyday lives. From 
every sterling cash 
purchase to each stamp 
we have popped on an envelope, 
the Queen’s visage has been a 
reassuring presence telling us 
who we are. 

Travel abroad and she’s with 
you too, thanks to her 
appearance in the passports that 
prove our identity as British 
citizens. Her face features on 
pillar boxes, police helmets and 
in the legal and religious 
language that we use. But all 
these enduring symbols of public 
life —- and plenty more besides — 
will have to be unpicked from 
the fabric of national life across 
the UK and Commonwealth, and 
changed to the name and image 
of her heir King Charles III. 

It won’t be a speedy transition. 
There are 4.5 billion sterling

bank notes in circulation with 
the Queen’s face on them, worth 
a combined £80billion. In time, 
these will be replaced with 
alternatives featuring an image of 
the new King, and the older ones 
removed from circulation. 

This process is likely to take at 
least two years. When the latest 
plastic £50 notes were issued, 
the recall and replacement 
process took 16 months. Here we 
look at some of the other things 
that will change. 


STAMPS 
Since 1967, all stamps issued by 
Royal Mail have featured an 
embossed silhouette of the side 
profile of Queen Elizabeth II. 
These will no longer be 
produced — although they can 
still be used on letters and 
parcels. Charles may already 
have sat for the sculptures or 
portraits that will form the basis 
of his image on new stamps, 
but he will still have to approve 
the designs. 


COINS 
All 29 billion coins in circulation 
in the UK have the Queen’s head 
on them. The most recent design 
dates from 2015, when she was 
88 years old — the fifth coin 
portrait minted during her reign. 
The Royal Mint won’t say 
when it will start issuing coins 
with King Charles III’s head on 
them, but it has always been 
commonplace to have different 
monarchs in your wallet as the 
changeover in coins happens

organically rather than through 
recall.There will be one key 
change, however. While the Queen 
faces right on coins, the new King 
will face left. This alternation of 
successive monarchs is a 17th- 
century tradition. 


PASSPORTS 

All British passports are issued in 
the name of Her Majesty and are 
still valid for travel, but for new 
passports, the wording on the 
inside of the front cover will be 
updated to His Majesty. Her 
Majesty’s Passport Office will 
become His Majesty’s Passport 
Office, as is the case with HM 
Armed Forces and HM Prison 
Service. 


THE MILITARY 

Medals featuring Queen Elizabeth 
II’s image will need to be altered to 
depict that of King Charles III. 
Military uniforms bearing the 
Queen’s cypher — the monogram 
impressed on royal and state 
documents — are likely to be 
updated over time with the new 
King’s cypher. 


POSTBOXES 

More than 60 per cent of the UK’s 
115,000 postboxes carry the ER 
cypher (for ‘Elizabeth Regina’, the 
Latin for Queen). In Scotland, they 
feature the Scottish crown. And 
there are still plenty that feature 
GR (‘George Rex’ for her father, 


King George VI). The number of 
new postboxes installed is quite 
low, but any new ones will feature 
the new King’s cypher CR. 


THE POLICE 

Similarly, the royal cypher in the 
centre of helmets used by police 
forces in England and Wales will 
have to be updated to the new 
King’s cypher. 


THE NATIONAL ANTHEM 

After Charles is officially 
proclaimed King, a public 
announcement will be made from 
the balcony at St James’s Palace, 
including the call: “God Save the 
King.” The national anthem will 
then be played with those words 
sung for the first time since 1952. 


ROYAL MALE: New postboxes will bear 
Charles’s cypher, joining those that remain of | 
Queen Victoria, George VI and Elizabeth II 
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The invocation that follows will 
now be sung as: “Send him 
victorious, happy and glorious.” It 
may take a while for the change to 
feel natural. 


ROYAL WARRANTS 
Businesses with a history of 
supplying the royal household 
— from Burberry and Bentley to 
Gordon’s gin and Jordans cereals 
— enjoy the use of the Queen’s coat 
of arms on their marketing 
materials, but upon her death these 
become void. Each company has 
two years to stop using them. 
Warrants Charles issued as 
Prince of Wales will continue now 
he is King. It is expected he will 
now grant Prince William the 
ability to issue his own warrants. 
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THE LAW 

Senior barristers appointed by the 
monarch will see their title shift 
from Queen’s Counsel (QC) to 
King’s Counsel (KC). In criminal 
court cases, the R to denote the 
Crown will now stand for Rex (the 
Latin for King) not Regina. At the 
Old Bailey yesterday, the first case 
was called on in the name of the 
King. The court usher said: “Silence 
be upstanding in court. All persons 
who have anything to do before 
My Lords and Ladies, the King’s 
Justices at the Central Criminal 
Court draw near and give your 
attendance. God save the King.” 


THE KING’S SIGNATURE 
Until now, Charles has signed his 
name as ‘Charles’ — this official 
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stamps 


signature will now be followed by 
an additional R (for ‘Rex’). 


| Thousands of flags emblazoned 
with EIR (Elizabeth II Regina) will 


need to be replaced with CIUR 
(Charles III Rex) — including those 
outside police stations and 
including the Queen’s colours, the 
flags flown by military regiments. 
Even the royal standard — the 
quartered flag that flies wherever 
the monarch is in residence — could 
be changed. 


PRAYERS 

The prayers to the Queen in the 
Book of Common Prayer, dating 
from 1662, will be amended. As 
defender of the faith and supreme 
governor of the Church of England, 
one prayer asks God to “replenish 
her with the grace of the Holy 
Spirit”. In the short term, priests 
are able to amend the prayer for 
temporary use. The “collect” in 
services of holy communion that 
asks God to “rule the heart of thy 
chosen servant Elizabeth” can be 
changed by the General Synod. 


PLEDGES OF ALLEGIANCE 

MPs must pledge allegiance to the 
crown, before sitting in the House 
of Commons. Since 1952, the 
wording has been: “I (name of 
Member) swear by almighty God 
that I will be faithful and bear true 
allegiance to Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth, her heirs and successors, 
according to law. So help me God.”

HE date: Thursday June 20, 2013. 

The place: Ascot. Royal Ascot, to be 

precise. A four-year-old filly called 

Estimate, ridden by Ryan Moore and 

trained by Sir Michael Stoute, powers 

past Colour Vision in the final furlong 
and holds off the late challenges of Simenon 
and Top Trip to land the Gold Cup in a 
pulsating finish. 

The cheers of the 62,000 crowd are off the 
scale and probably could be heard as far 
away as London. That’s because this is no 
“ordinary” Gold Cup winner. 

Estimate is owned by the Queen. The 
victorious horse is carrying Her Majesty’s 
famous, distinctive racing colours of purple 
body with gold braid, scarlet sleeves and a 
black velvet cap with a gold fringe. 

It is the first time in the Gold Cup’s 
207-year-old history that the flagship event 
of the prestigious five-day-meeting, which 
begins each day with a horse and open 
carriage Royal procession, has been won by 
a reigning monarch. 

Estimate’s emotional win in the 60th year 
of her coronation was probably the crowning 
glory of the Queen’s lifelong love affair with 
the Turf, the success being all the more 
special in that it came at the racecourse 
which she owned, and at the only meeting 
with the Royal prefix. 

Elizabeth II was besotted with horses since 
childhood. As a small girl “Lilibet”, as she 
was known, and her younger sister Margaret 
loved to ride their 20 wooden rocking horses 
in the royal nursery. 

She listened with rapt attention when her 
grandfather King George V told her of the 
exploits of his racehorses. 

His father Edward VII had as an owner 
won the Derby three times — the first reign- 
ing monarch to own a winner — and the 
Grand National once. So you could say the 
Queen, with her attachment to racing, was 
following in a long family tradition. 

She received her first horse, a Shetland 
pony called Peggy, as a present from her 
grandfather for her third birthday and soon 
became an accomplished rider. 

After her first exciting day at the races, at 
Ascot in May 1945, the then Princess 
Elizabeth’s interest in the sport was 
enhanced two years later when the Aga 
Khan presented her with a beautifully-bred 
filly called Astrakhan as a wedding gift. 

In 1949, she celebrated her first winner 
when the chaser Monaveen, which she 
co-owned with her mother the then Queen, 
coasted home at Fontwell Park by 15 lengths. 


UTHOR Jim Beavis, in his history 

of Fontwell, records how afterwards 

Princess Elizabeth and her mother 
went to tea with the Duke of Norfolk at 
nearby Arundel Castle to see Astrakhan, 
who was lodging there. 

The Queen Mother described 
National Hunt racing as, “one 
of the real sports that’s left 
to us: a bit of danger and 
a bit of excitement, and 
the horses, which are 
the best thing in the 
world”. Her daugh- 
ter loved the jumps 
too with its thrills 
and spills but her 
main interest as 
an owner and 
breeder came on 
the Flat. 

The closest she 
came to winning the 
Derby, the most 
famous Flat race in the 
world, came in 1953, the 
week of her Coronation, 
when Aureole, who had been 
bred by her father King 
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The Queen's lifelong

George VI, lined up in the field. A lady-in- 
waiting said to the Queen on the day before 
she was to be crowned: “You must be feeling 
nervous, Ma’am.”

But Aureole finished second. A 
year later the Queen’s horse 
Landau headed the field 
with three furlongs to go 
but faded in the closing 
stages.

She may have been the world’s richest 
woman but winning the sweep clearly meant 
a lot to her, like millions of others who love a 
successful flutter on the horses. 

The Queen’s official position as Head of 
State meant she had to adopt a serious — and 
at times rather stern — public persona. But it 
was when she was enjoying a day at the races 
that we saw the real Elizabeth Windsor. 


ER sheer, unadulterated joy at 
Estimate’s Gold Cup win was there 
for all to witness. 

Her knowledge of the sport was phenome- 
nal. It was said that if she ever swapped her 
throne for the famous black chair on 
Mastermind, the Queen’s specialist subject 
would be Flat racing. The jockeys who rode 
for her testify to her expertise. 

Gary Stevens revealed the detailed instruc- 
tions Her Majesty had given him before he 
rode her horse Blue Print to victory at Royal 
Ascot. “It was like a road map,” he explained. 

When she wasn’t fulfilling official duties,

the Queen liked nothing better than to 
unwind by watching the racing on television 
or reading about the sport in newspapers. 

It was said the first pick from the pile of 
her morning papers for many years was, 
before its closure in 1998, The Sporting Life. 

Her racehorse trainers also speak of her 
enthusiasm. 

“She could have been a trainer,” said Ian 
Balding, who trained for the Queen for 35 
years. “She is a natural with horses. If you go 
round stables with her she wants to look at 
all the horses, not just her own. 

“There are times when I would advise an 
owner not to stand too near some horses 
because they could kick. In her case I don’t 
have to say it.” 

The Queen enjoyed plenty of big race 
successes, particularly in the first half of her 
long reign. In 1957, she landed her first 
Classic when Carrozza won the Oaks. 

A year later she won the 2000 Guineas 
with Pall Mall. Then in 1974 she won the 
1000 Guineas with Highclere, who also won 
the French Oaks. One of the most memora- 
ble days was when her filly Dunfermline, rid- 
den by Willie Carson and trained by Major 
Dick Hern, won the Oaks in the week of her 
Silver Jubilee in 1977. For good measure, 


Dunfermline also won the St Leger, adding 
to Her Majesty‘s Classic collection. The 
Queen was once quoted as saying: “If it were 
not for my Archbishop of Canterbury I 
should be off on my plane to Longchamp 
[Racecourse, in Paris] every Sunday.” 

It’s fair to say her passion for racing did 
bring criticism from certain highbrows types 
who felt the ruling monarch should have 
patronised “artier” pursuits. 

But as one newspaper leader put it in 
1977: “If the Queen would rather go to Ascot 
than peer at a lot of dirty nappies in the 
Institute of Contemporary Arts, what is 
wrong with that?” 

Racing certainly benefited greatly from the 
Queen’s interest, as an owner and breeder.

“If the Queen loves racing then the sport 
can’t be as bad or peripheral as some 
allegedly clever people think it is. By God, 
she is good for us,” opined racing columnist 
Alastair Down. 

Captain Sir Rupert Mackeson, a former 
amateur rider and officer in the Royal Horse 
Guards in the 1960s, says: “The impact of 
the Queen’s patronage of the sport cannot be 
underestimated. 

“Not only was she a leading figure in inter- 
national horse-racing but deep into her 90s 
she still loved riding and she instilled her 
love of horses into her children and 
grandchildren.” 

Both Princess Anne and Prince Charles 
rode competitively and their mother took a 
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keen interest in their equestrianism. In 1987 
journalist Tony Stafford reported: “Among 
the massive crowds for Diamond Day at 
Ascot on Saturday, one urgent voice from the 
stands exhorted, ‘Don’t be so cool, do some- 
thing!’ This self-confessed plea came not 
from an ordinary punter, but from the Queen 
as she shouted home the Princess Royal in 
the Dresden Diamond Stakes.” 

Perhaps the Queen would have been a 
successful lady jockey had she not been the 
heir to the throne. But she did take the 
opportunity to ride her own horses when- 
ever she could. One of her all-time favourites 
was Burmese, a 1969 gift from the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police. The Queen rode 
the jet black mare side-saddle in the annual

Trooping the Colour ceremony for 18 years. 
In 1981 there was a dramatic incident as six 
blank shots were fired at the Queen from the 
crowd. Burmese was startled but the Queen 
soon had her horse under control and the 
pair continued along Horse Guards Parade as 
if nothing had happened. 


HE trusty Royal steed died at the ripe 

old age of 28 in 1990 and, like other 

much-loved horses owned by the 
Queen, was buried in Windsor Home Park. 

During the first Coronavirus lockdown of 
2020 the Queen, then aged 94, was pictured 
riding her 14-year-old fell pony Balmoral 
Fern in the grounds of Windsor Castle. 

That year she missed attending Royal 
Ascot for the first time as ruling monarch due 
to it being held behind closed doors, but she 
did return for the Saturday of the reduced- 
crowd 2021 event. 

She also attended a full-house Champions 
Day in October 2021 to be inducted into the 
British Champions Series Hall of Fame. It 
was a popular choice. 

After Estimate’s Gold Cup win eight years 
earlier, there were spontaneous cries of 
“Hats off for Her Majesty!” from the jubilant 
crowd. Though among a total of more 
than 1,800 victories in her jockey’s racing 
colours of purple, gold and scarlet, it was a 
magic moment. 

The Queen’s big smile in the Royal Box 
told us she right where she belonged and 
where she was most happy.

From Helen Mirren to Claire Foy, 
some of our biggest stars have 
played the Monarch. But no one ever 
entirely captured her essence 


OULD there be a greater or more 
daunting role for an actor than play- 
ing Queen Elizabeth II? The longest- 
serving monarch in history was a 
devoted public servant and dedi- 
cated family woman, the most 
famous woman in the world, but in many 
ways she remained an enigma, her inner 
most thoughts never revealed. 

This paradox perhaps explains why we 
have embraced many screen adaptations 
over time offering us insight into her life and 
character. And the task of portraying her has 
fallen to a succession of stars over decades, 
some more successfully than others. 

Queen of the on-screen queens, as it were, 
must surely be Helen Mirren who won an 
Oscar, BAFTA and Golden Globe award for 
her sympathetic and introspective portrayal 
in Stephen Frears’ 2006 film, The Queen. 

The film follows the days after the death 
of Princess Diana in 1997. 

Mirren later described the experience as 
“nerve-wracking”, even comparing it to 
“stepping into the hornet’s nest” because of 
the esteem in which the Monarch was held 
and the potential pitfalls in playing her. 

The Queen herself is believed to have 
approved, for she invited Mirren to dinner at 
Buckingham Palace. She was made a Dame 
in the 2003 Birthday Honours List. The

actress won further accolades repris- 

ing her role as the monarch in Peter 
Morgan’s 2013 West End play The Audience, 
which explored the Queen’s weekly audi- 
ences with her prime ministers. 

Before winning the role of playing a 
young Queen in the sumptuous Netflix 
series The Crown, Claire Foy was a relatively 
unknown actress but her performance 
helped make it one of the network’s first 
globally successful streaming successes and 
built Netflix a loyal following. 

Foy effortlessly captured the monarch’s 
cut-glass accent and mannerisms while 
imbuing her Elizabeth with strength and 
vulnerability as she adjusted to a new life 
and responsibility following her father’s 
untimely death. 

Olivia Coleman succeeded Foy in seasons 
three and four as the monarch in middle age, 
spanning the death of Winston Churchill in 
1965 to Margaret Thatcher’s 1990 resigna- 
tion as prime minister and the breakdown 
of Prince Charles’s marriage. 

Coleman occasionally struggled with the 
vowel enunciation and seemed unduly stiff 
in the first series as she tried to shake the 
comedic, smiley characters with which she 


éhad previously been 
associated. Although she 
grew into the role and, like

she admitted to being “quite happy” 
to pass on the mantle to Imelda Staunton 
for series five. 

In an interview, she confided: “Behind 
closed doors, we don’t know what she’s like. 
I had a little bit of play with that. But 
definitely... the hardest part I’ve done is 
someone who’s real. I’m not ashamed to say 
that I’m quite pleased now to be able to 
move on to something else.” 

While we have yet to see the newest series 
of The Crown — whose premiere may 
be delayed following the Queen’s death, 
creator Peter Morgan has indicated —- we 
have been fortunate enough to see early 
images of Staunton as the monarch moving 
into older age. 

A four-time Laurence Olivier Award 
actress, of Vera Drake and Harry Potter 
fame, she looks the epitome of the ageing 
monarch in a green bow-tied shirt, donning 
grey coiffed curls and a pearl necklace. 

But it’s not always been Britons who have 
played the Queen. 

Canadian actress Sarah Gadon chronicled 
the events of VE Day in A Royal Night 
Out, a fictionalised account of the teenage 


Princess Elizabeth and her sister, Princess 
Margaret, slipping out of Buckingham 
Palace to join the celebrations at the end of 
the Second World War among ecstatic 
crowds in London. 

Gadon charmed audiences with a delight- 
ful performance and her accent was so 
spot on that many people believed she 
was British. 

Perhaps the most care-free performance 
of Queen Elizabeth came from an even 
younger actress, Freya Wilson. 

Then aged ten, she played Elizabeth as a 
young girl in the 2010 period drama The 
King’s Speech, also starring Colin Firth as 
King George VI and Helena Bonham Carter 
as the Queen Mother. The Queen was said to 
have approved the Oscar-nominated film 
after receiving a private screening. 


EVERAL years before the arrival 

of The Crown, actresses Emilia Fox 

and Barbara Flynn captured the 

Monarch in “pivotal years” during her life in 
the Channel Four docudrama The Queen. 

Veering at times into soap territory, the 

episodes nonetheless provided another

STRICTLY Come Dancing’s 
launch and the first episode 
of Sir David Attenborough’s 
new Frozen Planet series 
may be postponed in the 
wake of the Queen’s death. 

The BBC ballroom show’s 
pre-recorded first episode is 
scheduled for next Saturday, 
which falls within the 10-day 
period of official mourning 
— and two days before the 
monarch’s funeral. 

The weekly live shows are 
due to follow from Saturday 
September 24. 

Yesterday BBC bosses 
were holding crisis meetings 
on whether Strictly should be 
pushed back — while insiders 
said it was “unlikely” to be 
moved to BBC Two. 

Last night, no decision had 
been taken but all publicity 
interviews with the 15 
contestants were postponed. 


Clash 


Elsewhere, the BBC’s new 
nature series Frozen Planet 
Il, voiced by Sir David, could 
be put on hold. Its scheduled 
launch will clash with 
televised church services for 
the Queen tomorrow. 

Meanwhile, ITV’s National 
Television Awards, due to be 
shown live on Thursday, have 
been shifted to Thursday, 
October 13. 

On Thursday, 16 million 
people tuned into coverage 
of Her Majesty’s death, with 
most selecting the BBC. 

In the 30 minutes after her 
death was announced, 9.7 
million watched BBC One, 
with 900,000 choosing BBC 
News and 800,000 watching 
BBC Two. ITV drew three 
million, followed by Sky 
News (700,000), Channel 4 
(500,000) and Channel 5 
(200,000). Channel 4 resumed 
normal programming 
yesterday, saying it would 
bring a “valuable sense of 
continuity” for viewers. 

TV schedules are being 
revised daily and there is no 
information yet on when 
normal programming on 
other channels may resume.

THE number of people suffering hip 
fractures will nearly double worldwide 
within 30 years, a study claims. 

It is already a dangerous and debili- 
tating problem for older people but 
doctors warned it could become a “far 
more severe” public health issue as 
the world’s population ages and 
becomes increasingly frail. 

Researchers say the risk is more 
severe among men and those over 85. 

The team from the University of 
Hong Kong analysed data from 19 
countries for patients 50 and older 
who had fractured their hips between 
2005 and 2018. 

They found numbers were expected 
to increase in 18 of those nations. 


Magnitude 


Fractures are estimated to be 180 
per 100,000 people. But looking at 
gender only, the figures are 236 among 
100,000 women and 118 in the same 
number of men. 

Using predicted population size 
provided by the World Bank, by 2050 
the worldwide hip fracture counts will 
have likely doubled compared with 
2018 -— with a larger proportional 
increase in men than women. 

Researchers said one of the reasons 
may be that, although the incidence of 
hip fractures declined in most coun- 
tries during the study, the magnitude 
of decline was smaller for men. 

Meanwhile, men’s life expectancy is 
likely to hit 75 by 2050, the age after 
which the study showed a high risk of 
hip fracture. Osteoporosis has been

She was The Queen, and she 
was for us, and that was her 
destiny for the whole of her life, 
which happily turned out to be 
long. She continued to be our 
servant without pause and 
without obvious fatigue or 
impatience for the next 
70 years.

N “NEW Prime Minister 

Day” on Tuesday (so com-

making my way back home 

from Westminster. Earlier 
that morning, I’d been at No. 10 as my 
brother Boris said his goodbyes, posed 
for photographs, then made his final 
speech before MPs, teary staff, and the 
rest cheered him and Carrie out of the 
Downing Street gates in a cortege of 
Range Rovers, God-speeding them to 
RAF Northolt and Balmoral.

Yet inside the bunker, it was a 
proper wartime medley: stiff upper lip, 
Blitz spirit, smiles, humour, hugs, and a 
not-so-great British breakfast of luke- 
warm grey tea and congealing bacon 
baps. The news told me, as I 
trudged home, that Liz Truss 
was circling in her jet in a 
squall somewhere over

leadership contest. 

But as I marched across 
Hyde Park I heard my brother — 
only minutes away from resigning 
from “the best job in the world” to the 
Boss in Balmoral, having been brutally 
sacked by his own side — described by a 
presenter on LBC, the station I work 
for, as a “monstrous, pathetic, corrupt, 
bullying, coward”.

Fresh meat walks into the public 
arena, stained with the blood of all the 
politicians who have been slain before 
her. It’s not too late in her premiership, 
then, to remind everyone that people 
enter politics because they want to help 
run the country and make things work. 

And these people have families. They 
have problems and stuff like everyone 
else. And they have parents and chil- 
dren and siblings who feel helplessly 
hurt as the horrible hailstorm of hate 
rains down on the person in public life 
they love. As the Queen dies, King 
Charles ascends the throne, my brother 
leaves and Liz Truss enters the highest 
office in the land, it’s time to remember 
that a politician is flesh and blood. 

It’s too late for my brother, but we 
must remember Liz Truss is a human 
being, too.

US DEFENCE Secretary Lloyd Austin has approved 
£2.3billion more in aid for Ukraine and neighbouring 
countries threatened by Russian aggression. 

It is on top of £11billion of military support already 
pledged to Kyiv and includes £575million in arms and 
equipment to help the country fight for its survival. 
Austin detailed the assistance as he met dozens of 
fellow ministers at a US air base in Ramstein, Germany. 

The package includes howitzers, ammunition, 
Humvee vehicles, armoured ambulances and anti-tank 
systems. The Biden administration said it had set aside 
£1.7billion in long-term assistance for Ukraine and 18 
nearby nations including non-members of Nato “most 
potentially at risk from future Russian aggression”. 

The US State Department said about £850million of 
aid would go to Ukraine with the rest to be divided 
among Albania, Bosnia, Bulgaria, Croatia, the Czech 
Republic, Estonia, Georgia, Greece, Kosovo, Latvia, 
Lithuania, Moldova, Montenegro, North Macedonia, 
Poland, Romania, Slovakia and Slovenia. 

The support aims to help them “deter and defend 
against emergent threats to their sovereignty and 
territorial integrity” by enhancing military integration 
with Nato and countering “Russian influence and 
aggression”. The department added: “This assistance 
demonstrates yet again our unwavering commitment to

Ukraine’s future as a democratic, sovereign and 
independent state, as well as the security of allies and 
partners across the region.” 

US Secretary of State Antony Blinken said on a visit 
to the Ukrainian capital the aid would be delivered at a 
“pivotal” moment in Ukraine’s defence against Russian 
invaders with its operations “proving effective”. He 
vowed that the US and its allies would “continue to 
exert that pressure until the aggression ceases and 
Ukraine is fully sovereign and independent”. 

In Washington, US President Joe Biden held a joint 
video call with allies including Prime Minister Liz Truss 
and German Chancellor Olaf Scholz in which they 
reiterated their collective support for Ukraine. 

Ukraine President Volodymyr Zelensky said his 
troops had successfully attacked Russian forces in the 
south and east of the country, as well as retaking 
settlements near Kharkiv. Both Ukrainian and pro- 
Russian officials reported fighting around Balakliia, 38 
miles south-east of the north-eastern city. 

UK Defence Secretary Ben Wallace says there are 
signs Ukraine is making real military progress as West- 
supplied long-range artillery and rockets target Russian 
supply lines and command centres. 

President Vladimir Putin denied Russia has suffered 
setbacks, saying: “We have not lost anything and will 
not lose anything.” He claims to be fighting neo-Nazis 
but that is derided by Western powers.

“Following the arrest, we have 
contacted individuals who were 
victims of this horrific attack to 
ensure that they’re updated, as we 
know for many people this will bring 
back memories of that terrible day. 

“We are doing all we can to support 
our communities and those who were 
affected.

I love that 
you're getting a bit of a window into 
the minds of the British public, what 
they know and what they’re thinking 
about and focusing on.” 

But Myrie, more used to anchoring 
the primetime BBC news or reporting, line of wars in far flung places, ranging 
memorably, from the war in Ukraine from Liberia to East Timor to, most 


earlier this year, does admit that some- 
times Mastermind can prove a chal- 
lenge even to its host. 

“The toughest rounds for me are ones 
where I have to get pronunciations of 
place names correct,” he confesses. 

“In the last series I had to make sure I 
got the phrasing right for the Welsh 
towns that were involved in the Rebecca 
Riots which was a social uprising by 
farmers in the early 1840s. Then there 
were cycling routes and destinations in 
France for one specialist subject and the 
geography of Switzerland. These can be 
tricky but I’m always game for it.” 

When the show’s creator Bill Wright 
wrestled with the style and tone of the 
quiz, he looked back to the three gruel- 
ling years he spent as a war prisoner of 
the Gestapo.

With more than a quarter of a centu- 
ry’s experience of reporting in dangerous 
places, he believes that the nature of war 
has noticeably changed during his career 

“Several of my colleagues have died in 
Ukraine by simply trying to tell the story 
of a war and inform people of what is 
going on in their world,” he says. 

“One of the main things that has 
changed is how different sides at war 
have developed from issuing propa- 
ganda to what I would now call 
issuing outright lies, literally saying that 
black is white. Seeing that has made me 
even more stubborn in my quest to get 
to the truth.” 

Some of the memories of the past six 
months of brutal warfare have left 
an indelible print on Myrie’s mind, 
as he recounts with no small degree 
of emotion. 

“The column of burnt out Russian 
military vehicles in Bucha really stuck 
with me. There were bodies of 
charred Russian soldiers still inside 
the tanks. But it’s always the attacks 
on the defenceless that stick with me 
the most. 

“It’s the attacks on residential areas 
where there are no soldiers, no mili- 
tary installations at all. These are areas 
that are simply attacked to sow panic 
and fear and put pressure on the 


authorities to change their war posture. 


“Tt made me want to stay in Ukraine after

coming from both sides and the public has a 
right to get a fair and balanced idea of what’s 
going on. The danger is that propaganda from 
both sides can end up drowning out anyone 
trying to get to the actual truth. 

“Tf people like me aren’t there trying to do 
that, what is the point of the BBC? There is 
no point to the BBC.” 

Currently living in London with his wife 
Catherine, a furniture restorer and uphol- 
sterer, Myrie’s lifestyle is several universes 
removed from his father who, back in Bolton, 
worked for British Leyland making 
car batteries after emigrating to 
Britain from Jamaica. But 
despite his enormous suc- 
cess, his position as one of 
the BBC’s most respected 
newsreaders, correspond- 
ents and now quizmas- 
ters, and one of Britain’s 
most famous black faces, 
it is far from a case of 
“job done”. 

Citing Sir Trevor 
McDonald as his earliest influ- 
ence — “He was the only person I 
saw on telly who looked like me” — 

Myrie is adamant the UK’s broadcast media 
needs to go much further diversity-wise, and 
not just in terms of front-of-camera faces. 

“It’s not just about the colour of your 
skin,” he says. 

“You’ve got to have social mobility in 
terms of social class too. I think where much 
more effort is needed in broadcasting is 
behind the scenes. I’m talking about the 
positions of higher executives and the peo- 
ple who make the decisions. 

“There needs to be change in the technical

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establishment as well. We need far more 
diversity in terms of producers and 
directors. There’s work to be done. 
We’re funded by the levy, the licence 
fee. And if we’re not representing as 
much of a cross section of the public 
as possible then we’re not justifying 

our existence.” 

It’s a surprisingly bold statement 
for the BBC employee, who has no 
plans to follow his former colleague 
Andrew Marr — who claimed he felt 

“frustrated” about having to “self- 
censor” his opinions — into private sec- 
tor broadcasting. 
“T rant about a whole host of things, I 
can assure you,” Myrie smiles. 

“But I don’t let my views be known by all 
and sundry on social media because that’s 
not the point of me on this earth, I don’t 
think. The point of me is to report as factu- 
ally and truthfully as possible and to have a 
more informed citizenry who can then make 
their own decisions about their lives.” 


UT WHICHEVER dangerous part of 
the world he reports from next (“I’m 
particularly interested in the civil 
conflict in Ethiopia at the moment which has 
mostly gone under the radar,” he tells me), it 
is clear Myrie will mostly be keeping his per 
sonal views about politics to himself. 
Yet for a man who has spent his 
entire career focusing on just the 
facts, when it comes to his, and 
other journalists, role in pub- 
lic life, he can be noticeably 
vociferous. 
“Nobody cares about my 
opinions!” he concludes. 
“Tm just a bloke. Why 
should a housewife in Pinner 
want to know my opinions 
about anything? Some journal- 
ists do want to get their point of 
view out there but that’s not what 
I’m about. I don’t see the BBC ever 
allowing me to have my own newspaper col- 
umn or anything like that. And honestly, I 
don’t think I’d want them to let me have 
such a thing happen. It’s just not part of my 
make-up to just bang on about what I think 
about something.”

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GENIUS WHO FOUGHT 
HIS DRUG DEMONS . 
AND BEAT THEM

OR the world’s most low-key 
rock’n’roller, it made perfect sense. 
Charlie Watts was once described as 
someone who “would have made the 
world’s worst junkie”. Yet, when 
Keith Richards made this remark 
about his late Rolling Stones bandmate, it 
was based on a humbling and almost devas- 
tating experience. 

“T took heroin and I drank a lot and it all 
goes together,” the drummer, who died in 
August last year aged 80, once admitted. 

“With all those things you think you can 
handle them. Then you realise you can’t 
stop. I got to a point where I realised I was 
going to lose everything. Keith found me on 
the floor once and said, ‘You should wait ‘till 
you're 60 before you start doing that stuff — 
then you can do it slowly’.” 

Famously faithful to his wife Shirley, and 
eschewing band groupies, the dapper and 
immaculately attired Watts (he even took his 
own tea set on tour when the Stones hit the 
road) always looked the least likely to dab- 
ble with narcotics. 

Yet, during the first half of the 1980s, 
when he was already in his 40s, something 
changed — a period he later described with 
memorable understatement as a “mid-life 
crisis” — that could in part be traced back to 
his lifetime love of jazz. 

His subsequent journey to the dark side is 
one of many stories revealed by veteran 
rock critic Paul Sexton in the first authorised 
biography of Watts, Charlie’s Good Tonight, 
which is published next week. The book tells 
of the star’s humble origins in north London, 
from where he grew to become the loose, 
rock-steady metronome for The Rolling 
Stones, joining in 1962 and remaining 
behind his kit for the next six decades. 

“Jazz was a real double-edged sword to 
Charlie,” says Sexton. “He wanted to dress 
exactly like his jazz heroes and that music 
profoundly affected him from an early age. 
It seemed following the drug habits of 
his heroes wasn’t a path Charlie would ever 
go down. 

“That changed, but not until he was in 
his 40s.” 


N MANY ways, the early to mid 1980s 
were the nadir of the Stones’ career. 


With Mick and Keith barely on speak- / 


ing terms, the former having signed a solo 
album deal and expressed his enthusiasm 
for touring with his own band, friction 
between all five members was apparent on|

to the destructive addictions 
of his lifelong jazz heroes... 


1986 album Dirty Work, a cold, unlovable 
record that was chronically short of memo- 
rable tunes and band chemistry. 

By this time, Watts was four or five years 
into his escalating drug habit which, as he 
later admitted, was partly induced by the 
behaviour of his jazz heroes — many of 
whom linked their drug intake (marijuana 
and heroin, most commonly) with creativity. 

“To be that brilliant and that destructive?” 
he pondered later in life. “There’s something 
terribly glamorous about that. It’s just the 
genius of it all.” 

Sexton believes fans only really noticed 
Charlie’s increasingly self-destructive addic- 
tion when the Stones gathered to receive a 
Grammy award in 1986. “Charlie’s heroin

problem was kept completely out of the 
public eye in a way that I don’t think could 
happen now,” he says. “He was never com- 
pletely out of it but he became a figure who, 
if he were a drinker, you would call a ‘func- 
tioning alcoholic’.” 

Watts himself was lacerating about his 
own behaviour in an interview for Desert 
Island Discs, admitting: “I took a lot of drugs 
late in life and I didn’t do it very well so I 
nearly lost the marriage and my life... ’m 
Dracula in the mid-80s. I saw it before I 
really got there. 

“It’s just a thing that frightens me actually. 
I can’t explain it. I don’t know why I did it... 
I used to go out at night. It was ridiculous. It 
was the life of a junkie... I’d live for three 


days and sleep for two... It [addiction] was 
always around me but I just wasn’t inter- 
ested. Then I had a sort of mid-life crisis and 
became another person.” 

What triggered the decision to pull him- 
self back from the brink came in two very 
different forms. The first was what would 
now be called something approaching an 
intervention from Keith, as the Stones’ gui- 
tarist later explained: “I told him, ‘That’s just 
not you Charlie.’ And also, the main thing 
that really worried me about Charlie at the 
time was his drinking. Really heavy duty 
cognac and he was blowing up.” 

The second was an appeal for help from 
Ronnie Scott, the founder of the eponymous 
Soho jazz club which was going through 


a period of financial hardship in 1985. 
Wanting to give something back to the club 
he loved, which was in serious danger of 
closing, Watts rounded up a quite extraordi- 
nary array of musicians including Jack 
Bruce from Cream, pianist Stan Tracey, sax- 
ophonist Courtney Pine and vocalist (and 
long-time David Bowie collaborator) Gail 
Ann Dorsey. 

With the addition of at least 30 other 
musicians, the Charlie Watts Orchestra was 
born, playing the first in a long series of crit- 
ically-acclaamed concerts at the world- 
famous jazz club, the entire proceeds of 
which went into its coffers. 

“Tf you listen to his album Live At Fulham 
Town Hall from 1986, you can really hear a

man reviving,” says Sexton. “He was 
still using drugs at the beginning of his 
orchestra gigs and recordings but I think 
it was a moment when he could see a 
way back. 

“He told me when I interviewed him 
that the ‘moment’ came for him when he 
hurt his ankle when going down into his 
basement to get what he called, ‘yet 
another bottle of wine’. He knew he had 
to work and couldn’t do his concerts 
with an injury. So things went uphill 
from there. But he did it in his own quiet 
way — there was never any rehab.” 

Watts’ new-found appreciation for the 
straight life went to an extreme; he later 
admitted to, “...giving up everything — 
even eating. ’m an all or nothing person 
and I lived on sultanas, water and nuts for 

about six months”. 


UT THE combination of Richards 

and Ronnie Scott saw Watts re-ener- 

gised, never missing a concert with 
The Rolling Stones until his final gig in 
Miami on August 30, 2019. 

He would die at the age of 80 from com- 
plications relating to an operation. He 
remained married to his wife Shirley until 
the end, and was surrounded by his small 
family including his daughter Seraphina and 
his grand-daughter Charlotte. 

“Tt was an incredible turnaround,” con- 
cludes Sexton, who interviewed Watts 
around a dozen times between the early 
1990s and 2019. 

“The way Charlie came back from his 
problems is a testament to the fortitude of 
the man. He was intensely private so he 
fought his own battle — but he won when so 
many other rock stars have lost and died 
before their time. 

“In the last interview I did with Mick 
Jagger, he told me he still couldn’t quite 
comprehend how sudden Charlie’s passing 
was. One minute they were talking about 
the cover design for an album reissue. And 
the next, as Mick put it, he was dead.” 

Despite Watts’ passing, the Stones con- 
tinue to tour, now with just two original 
members left and minus one of the most 
low-key rock’n’roll geniuses ever to have set 
foot on a stadium stage. As Keith Richards 
adds: “Some people are perfect as they are. 
They don’t need stimulants... Charlie was 
immaculate, an immaculate conception — 
bless his heart.”

S A little bookworm, I used to 
check out one of Agatha Christie’s 
novels from the library as a treat at 
the start of every school holiday. 
During my childhood, I must have 
hoovered up dozens and dozens of 
her books thinking them undemanding fun.

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staggering 80 books. She was the first crime 
writer to have 100,000 copies of 10 of her 
titles published by Penguin on the same day 
in 1948; and is listed as the best-selling fic- 
tion writer of all time, having sold more than 
two billion copies in 44 languages. 

One of the last in her lifetime, Passenger To

HERE was a national manhunt, and 
11 days later, Christie was found, 
alive and well, but living under a 
false name in the Old Swan hotel in the 
Yorkshire spa town of Harrogate. Journalists 
could hardly credit that she’d “lost her mem- 
ory” as she claimed. 

It seemed incredibly lame, especially after 
the huge search, for which hundreds of 
policemen and members of the public had 
volunteered their time. 

To cynical hacks, it seemed much more 
likely Christie had disappeared deliberately. 
Maybe she’d wanted publicity for her books? 
Or possibly she’d hidden herself away in 
order to frame her cheating husband for 
her murder? 

Under pressure, Christie reluctantly 

claimed she had made an attempt to take her 
own life — driving her car towards the edge 
of a cliff — but couldn’t go through with it. 
The incident, she said, had shocked her 
into wanting to live, yet she couldn’t bear to 
return to her traumatic life as the bereaved, 
betrayed, Mrs Christie. So she’d run away. 
It was an awful, dark time, exacerbated 
when the media turned against her, telling 
their version of the story rather than her 
own. Millions of readers came to believe she 
may have been a great writer, but that she 
was somehow a tricky human being. 

If you’d have met Agatha Christie in later 
life, you might well have mistaken her for 
her heroine Miss Marple: a kindly-looking 
old lady enjoying a cream tea in the garden 
of her Devon home, Greenway. 

But she knew darkness and pain, inti- 
mately. And overcoming that betrayal and 
public shaming in 1926, I think, reveals her 
true strength of character. That’s why, while 
Agatha Christie had an extraordinary talent, 
I can also feel a sense of kin- 
ship with her.

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A new candid photo 
memoir to celebrate 
the 50th anniversary 
of Ziggy Stardust 
gives a rare insight 
into David Bowie's 
inner thoughts...

AVID BOWIE is revered as one of the 
most inventive talents British music has 
ever produced. But it wasn’t until the 
colourful singer invented his alter-ego of 
the alien Ziggy Stardust that his career 
really took off. The 50th anniversary of 
Bowie’s landmark album, The Rise And Fall Of 
Ziggy Stardust And The Spiders From Mars, is 
being celebrated with a documentary film, its 
soundtrack album and a new candid photo 
memoir offering a rare glimpse into the usually 
private star’s thoughts — all of which are titled 
Moonage Daydream. 

Taken by top music photographer Mick Rock, 
the images captured the Ziggy Stardust tour by 
Bowie and his backing band, The Spiders From 
Mars. Originally from Hull, Bowie’s band also 
became aliens for the 1972 tour — but Bowie 
fondly remembers their down-to-earth roots in 
the book. 

Bowie writes of 
guitarist Mick 
Ronson: “If I ever 
suggested going to 
see an art show, 
something _ theatri- 
cal or even a new 
band, Mick would 
consistently reply, ‘I 
don’t want to, 
‘cause I don’t need 
to’.” 

Despite their dif- 
fering outlooks, the 
tour was one of the 
most influential in 
music history. 

Bowie’s alter-ego 
paved the way for 
stars from Bono to LENSMAN: Mick Rock 
Lady Gaga to trans- 
form their personalities on stage. 

Rock, who also photographed the likes of 
Queen, The Sex Pistols and Blondie before his 
death in 2021, was with the Spiders tour 
throughout. 

The photographer wrote of Bowie’s success: “It 
was all so unlikely, given the context of the times: 
the carrot-coloured hairdo and the jumpsuit, the 
red plastic boots and the mismatched eyeballs. 
No seasoned betting man would have backed this 
one.” Bowie died in 2016 aged just 69 and never 
published an autobiography. 

Written in 2002, his memories of the Spiders 
tour — which famously ended at Hammersmith 
Odeon on July 3, 1973, with an on-stage 
announcement that they were splitting up — are 
as close as the singer got to revealing his thoughts 
about his fame. 

In an exclusive extract from the photo memoir, 
Bowie’s comments on the photos document how 
he went from promising singersongwriter to 
other-worldly superstar.

It’s in the new city of 

Southend-on-Sea in Essex, 
and by some stretch. It is a 
bracing 1.33 mile walk (2,158m) 
to reach the end of its Grade II 
listed iron pier, and it costs adults 
£2 for the pleasure, or £5.80 for a 
return train ticket out into the 
Thames Estuary. Prince Charles 
unveiled the new pier train in 
March, which has been named 
after Sir David Amess, the local 
MP who was murdered last year. 
Sir John Betjeman, the first 
president of the National Piers 
Society, said “the Pier is 
Southend, and Southend is the 
Pier”, and it claims to be the 
longest pleasure pier in the world. 
It’s some way off Progreso Pier in 
Mexico, which, at four miles, was 
designed for docking cargo ships. 

Our second longest is in 
Southport, Merseyside, (1,108m), 
Walton-on-the-Naze in Essex is 
third at around half a mile 
(792m), Ryde in the Isle of Wight 
is next and Llandudno in North 
Wales is the fifth. 

At the beginning of the 20th 
century, around 100 hundred 
piers existed, but only half 
remain. The National Piers 
Society voted Bangor Garth 
pier in Wales its pier of the 
year.

Gas holders are a British 

invention and appeared on 
our landscape 200 years ago. Gas 
was made by baking coal at gas 
works in towns and cities, so it 
was known as “town gas”. 

It was pumped into the 
gasometers, forcing the giant, 
round storage tanks to rise with a 
concertina action. 

They would sink back down as 
the gas was used, notably in 
evenings to light and heat homes, 
and you may remember them 
being very low on Sunday 
afternoons, as roast dinners were 


prepared. It is a clever, yet simple, 
design. 

The chambers sit on a giant 
tank of water — imagine an 
upside-down bucket floating in 
your bath — so the rims are sealed 
and there is no room for air 
inside, and the gas can’t escape. 

Town gas stopped being used 
after natural gas was discovered in 
the North Sea in 1965, which was 
transported through pipes. 

Most gasometers have been 
dismantled, but some are enjoying 
a second life. 

Three Victorian gas holder 
frames at King’s Cross have been 
turned into luxury apartments, 
with a one-bed flat costing 
£1 million. 

Others are listed too, such as 
the iconic Oval Cricket gas 
holder, which was the world’s 
largest when it was built in 1847.

After qualifying as an account- 
ant he became a merchant banker 
with County Bank and founded 
the financial advisers Sabrelance. 

While serving as a Tory council- 
lor at Kingston Upon Thames his 
restructuring of management saved 


hundreds of thousands of pounds. 
Elected for Dover in 1986, Shaw 
used his knowledge of business to 
serve on several committees but in 
1997 was swept away in Tony 
Blair’s landslide victory. 

In 1986 he married Dr Lesley 
Brown. He died after a long illness 
and is survived by his wife and 
their daughter and son. 


Dark horse beat legends to role 


CONVENT-educated Pauline 
Stroud shot to stardom after 
playing the lead female role in 
Lady Godiva Rides Again. 

Up-and-coming Joan Collins had 
sought the role along with Audrey 
Hepburn, but neither could 
compete with Stroud to play shy 
waitress Marjorie Clark in the 
1951 film. 

Clark emerges from obscurity to 
ride “naked” on the back of a 
horse in a pageant. She goes on to 
win a beauty contest and becomes 
a national celebrity. 

However, the film’s story ends 
with her playing the Godiva 
character nude in a seedy theatre 
as her showbusiness ambitions 
flounder. 

British comedy stars in the cast 
included Sid James, George Cole 
and Dora Bryan. 

Also in the cast was Ruth Ellis, 
who was pregnant at the time. Ellis 
was the last woman to be hanged 
in Britain for murder.

The star learned acting at Rada 
in London and toured in rep 
for a time, while taking on small 
roles in films. 

She played a nurse in the 1959 
film Life In Emergency Ward 10 
and a barmaid in The Heart Of A 
Man in the same year. 

From 1960 until 1972, Stroud 
appeared in many television 
dramas, including The Sullivan 
Brothers and A World Of Comedy. 

Despite her big break in 
Lady Godiva Rides Again, she 
struggled for more major roles and 
earned extra money working at 
Covent Garden as an extra in 
operas and ballets. 

She had a long relationship with 
cruise director Barry Woodward, 
who died in 2002. 


Tim Page 
War photographer 


BORN MAY 25, 1944 - 
DIED AUGUST 24, 2022, AGED 78 


TIM Page’s pictures from 
the frontline of the Vietnam 
War were widely credited 
with helping to bring an 
end to the fighting, saving 
many lives. 

Never concerned for his 
own safety, his images of 
wounded civilians in 
particular shocked the 
American public. He 
worked for Life magazine 
and US wire agency UPI, 
which meant his photos 
reached countless 
newspapers and journals 
across the world. 

Continually putting 
himself in the line of fire 
meant he suffered many 
injuries, mostly from 
shrapnel. He lost feeling 
in his face when a large 
piece of shrapnel was 
removed from his brain, 
but after recovery he was 
able to work again. 

Born in Tunbridge Wells, 
Kent, he grew up in the 
commuter town of 
Orpington. He was adopted 


after his biological father 
was killed in the Second 
World War. 

Page ran away from 
home at 16 and in 1963 
found himself in Laos 
where he began smuggling 
pictures out of the 
burgeoning civil war. 

A few years later he was 
moved to Saigon by UPI 
and he shared a flat with 
film star Errol Flynn’s son 
Sean, who was working as 
a photographer for Paris 
Match magazine. 

They took many drugs, 
perhaps to help them deal 
with the assignments they 
went on to see fighting at 
close hand. 

Page sustained severe 
injuries while a frontline 
war photographer in 
Vietnam and was the 
inspiration behind the 
character played by Dennis 
Hopper in the epic film 
Apocalypse Now. 

He later covered 
conflicts in Afghanistan, 
Israel and Timor. 

He is survived by his 
Australian partner 
Marianne Harris.

aking a bottle of wine to someone who

have grown yourself? 

All kinds of bulbs are available 
now but there are a few particu- 
lar types that lend themselves to 
being given as presents since 
they flower in time for 
Christmas. 

What you are looking for 
are prepared hyacinths that 
have been heat-treated to 
encourage them to flower 
early, or else two particular 
varieties of narcissus. 

Prepared hyacinths should be potted up 
individually in 3-4in pots of multipurpose 
compost, then kept cool and dark. Bring them 
out into a cool, bright room when the flower 
spikes have cleared and the bulbs are just 
beginning to show colour. 

At this point, you can group several that are 
flowering at the same time in 
a decorative container. This 
solves the common problem 
of a bowlful of bulbs flower-

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Michaelmas daisies 

These get their name because Michaelmas Day 
(September 29) falls right in the middle of their 
flowering season. 

They provide colour in borders and attract bees and _ 
butterflies. They can be tall and ungainly, so need 
supporting, and they are martyrs to mildew so they | 
also need spraying. But don't let that put you off all 
perennial asters. Some look just like Michaelmas 
daisies and are equally free flowering, but are far 
more compact, self-supporting and mildew tolerant. 


If you want to cut down on your gardening bill, here's 
a tip that will save pounds - don't throw away half- 
empty packets of veg or flower seeds. Store them to 
use next year. 

There's no point storing seeds that you've left out 
in the greenhouse as the heat, damp and light will 
have taken their toll. But you can save seeds you've 
kept safely indoors in dry conditions and at a fairly 
steady temperature. Find a large screw-top glass jar 
or airtight biscuit tin and pack part-used packets 
inside, along with any unopened packets. If possible, 
add a sachet of silica gel to absorb any moisture. 

Kept in this way, most veg and flower seeds will 
come up a year later but don't expect quite sucha 
high percentage to germinate as usual - it pays to sow 
them slightly thicker than normal to make up for it. 

You can also save vegetable, flower or herb seeds 
from plants in your garden. 

Let the seed heads dry out, then gently separate 
the seeds from the husks and store inside dry paper 
envelopes with the name written on the front. 

Store home-saved seeds in an inside dry drawer, 
rather than ajar. 

It is worth saving seed from true botanical species 
such as fennel, dill or chervil, hardy annual flowers and 
open-pollinated vegetables, particularly old-fashioned 
varieties of peas, runners and broad beans.

I’ve never 
owned one of its cars, but I’ve 
had at least 15 bikes. 

There have been many cars Id have 
liked to have owned, from the 
original NSX sports car, through 
almost all Civic Type Rs, to the 
brilliant Integra Type R. 

But although Honda is very 
consistent with its bikes, the 
four-wheel side of the business can 
be rather slipshod when it comes to 
its planning record. 

For example, Honda made one of 
the world’s most interesting hybrids 
- the CR-Z - then knocked it on the 
head after only a few years. 

It also built the S2000 roadster that 
immediately became a cult car, then 
killed it off because it couldn't be 
bothered to re-engineer it to meet 
new emissions rules. 

Then there's the Civic. 

Honda seems to have had a rethink 
with every generation of this model, 
never setting down a true bloodline. 

Over the last few generations the 
hatchback has had styling that looks 
like it was done by someone wearing 
kaleidoscope glasses. But now all is 
forgiven. 

Because the new 11th generation 
Civic is an outstandingly good car 
and contains some proper old-school 
Honda engineering.

The new Civic is the longest car in 
its class and has the lowest roofline, 
too. Looks fine to me. Theres plenty 
of space inside including generous 
rear legroom and a 820-litre boot. 

Up on the flight deck you have 
plenty of buttons and switches and 
an infotainment area of average 
functionality. It’s all easy to use which 
is the main thing. 

Much more important is how the 
new Honda Civic drives. Ina 
motoring world populated by 
crossovers and SUVs that are boring 
to drive, the new Civic is a real treat. 

The steering is accurate and has a 
lot of feel, the ride is excellent and the 
car's cornering ability prodigious. 

For a family hatchback that is 
biased towards economy it’s a hoot.

JOE SALISBURY revealed he 
restrained his celebrations out of 
respect for the Queen after 
retaining the US Open men’s 
doubles title and the world No.1 
spot. 

The Londoner and his American 
partner Rajeev Ram beat Neal 
Skupski and Dutchman Wesley 
Koolhof 7-6 7-5 in a tight final last 
night. 

The victory means the duo are 
the first pair to defend the title here 
since 1996 — and Salisbury remains 
world No.1. Liverpool’s Skupski 
would have topped the rankings for 
the first time if he had won his first 
Grand Slam title. 

But with the UK in mourning, 
Salisbury wore a black armband 
and Skupski a black ribbon on his 
shirt. 

“IT think we felt like we should 
just show a sign of respect and just 
an acknowledgement of the 
situation because it’s a huge 
moment in our history,’ said 
Salisbury. “We felt we wanted to 
show a sign of respect for that.” 

And after the victory, the world 
No.1 admitted: “It’s definitely felt a 
little bit strange. I think everyone 
wasn’t quite sure how to act. 

“T think it didn’t feel appropriate 
to be overly celebrating or at least 
showing that too much, because 
obviously everybody back home 
and around the world is in 
mourning at the moment, and it’s a 
very sad time. Obviously we are 
very happy with the success that we 
have had, but, yeah, it’s a sad time 
at the same moment.” 

Defeated Skupski said: “It is a bit 
strange playing when the country is 
in mourning. She was a great 
servant and we will remember she 
was an incredible woman.” 

The Australian legends Todd 
Woodbridge and Mark Woodforde 
were the last pair to defend this title 
in 1996. 

Salisbury, who has also won two 
mixed doubles titles as well as three 
Grand Slam doubles with Ram, is 
now only two behind the Open 
record of seven Major titles held by 
Jamie Murray and Virginia Wade.

SIR Lewis Hamilton 
has paid tribute to the 
Queen as a “symbol of 
hope” and “truly like 
no other”. 

The seven-time 
Formula One world 
champion was 
knighted for services to 
motorsports in the 
2021 New Year’s 
Honours List. 

In a post on 
Instagram, Hamilton 
wrote: “How do you 
find the words to 
describe the loss of Her 
Majesty The Queen?

RUGBY league legend 
Neil Fox MBE recalled 
his pride at meeting 
the Queen and being 
honoured by her.

ARSENAL were the first and 
only football club to ever be 
invited to Buckingham Palace 
for afternoon tea with the 
Queen. 

And a former Arsenal star has 
shared his memory of their 
2007 invitation. 

Her Majesty was due to cut 
the ribbon to mark the opening 
of the club’s newly-constructed 
Emirates Stadium after their 
move from Highbury in 2006 
but was unable to attend after 
hurting her back. 

The Queen, disappointed at 
missing the event with Prince 
Philip stepping in, decided to 
make up for it by inviting 
Arsene Wenger’s side for a royal 
meeting in February 2007. 

Ivory Coast full-back 
Emmanuel Eboue, who played 
at Arsenal from 2004-2011, 
recalled his memories of 
making Her Majesty laugh. 

“We went there and Thierry 
Henry said to me, ‘Please, 
Emmanuel, it’s the Queen’s 
house, don’t do anything’.” 

Despite the warning to be on 
his best behaviour beforehand 
from the club captain, Eboue — 
a notorious dressing-room joker 
— narrated a story that left both 
the Queen and the late Duke of 
Edinburgh in fits of laughter at 
the time. 

It concerned an 
outrageous request from 
Eboue to look after the 
Queen’s corgis. 


He recalled: “No 
problem, I said (to _ 
Henry), ‘Don’t — ; 


worry’. So the 
Queen came in 
and went along

LORD BOTHAM has led the cricketing 
tributes to a “remarkable woman” as the 
sport remembered the Queen. 

‘Beefy’ was one of a number of former 
England captains to have spent time with 
the Queen during one of her 26 visits to 
Lord’s to meet the teams, as the only 
woman allowed into the pavilion during a 
match until 1999. 

It was his good fortune that she attended 
his debut against Australia at Trent Bridge in 
1977 before he took on captaincy duties in 
the 1981 Ashes, where he introduced the 
England side to the Queen at Lord’s. 

Her Majesty was also at the Centenary 
Test in Melbourne in 1977, and handed out 
numerous honours to players from across 
the world, once travelling to Barbados to 
knight Sir Garfield Sobers in 1975. 

Beefy received the same honour from 
the Queen in 2007 for his services to 
charity and cricket, and the life peer said 
she showed great interest in the charity 
work that raised millions of pounds 
through his walks for leukaemia. 


“It was a very sad day on Thursday to | 


learn of the Queen’s passing,” said Lord 
Botham. “We had a wine-tasting event and 
it just knocked the stuffing out of everyone. 

“She was a remarkable woman and one 
of the two most fantastic people I’ve ever 
met, the other being Nelson Mandela. 

“Both of them are the very finest 
examples of human beings there have been 
and I’m so grateful to have had the chance 
to meet them. 

“The Queen spoke to me for quite some 
time during my investiture and it was 
mainly about the charity work - it was a 
very special day. 

“Any time you met the Queen was a 
special moment and I was lucky enough 
that I first met her on my debut which 
made everything that extra bit special. 

“It was a moment that passed by very 
quickly but one I will never forget — I was 
walking on air after that.”

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With the rising cost of living causing 
many to struggle, Lidl is supporting the 
charities who are helping the vulnerable 


he staff of the LifeHouse centre in 
Portsmouth would love to help 
everyone who needs it, but they know 
it isn’t possible. “There’s a 
lot of vulnerable people out there,” says 
manager Mike Morell. 

What the charity does is still 
impressive, giving out 500 food parcels a 
month, with around 25 a week being 
delivered to vulnerable people who 
cannot make it into the 
building. It also offers a 
full cooked breakfast 
on Wednesdays and 
an evening meal on 
Thursdays. 

The centre is open 
three days a week and 
also provides rooms 
for meetings, free 
Wi-Fi to help with job 
applications or 
benefits, a range of donated clothes and 
household items and visits from 
hairdressers and footcare specialists. 

Meanwhile, the cost of living is rising 
sharply. “We have a lot more people 
coming to the door for food parcels now,” 
says Mike. “They're starting to queue 
outside in the morning. When benefits are 
paid monthly people start to run out of 
money around week three or four.” 

To meet this growing demand, 
LifeHouse has looked to businesses

for support and donations. “Lidl has been 
great,” says Mike. “It has the donation 
boxes at the front of the supermarket, 
but it’s also very good at giving us things 
from the back, like multipacks that have 
been split up, or mislabelled produce.” 

The supermarket chain is working with 
Neighbourly, a platform that connects 
local businesses with charities in their 
area. A fund of £500,000 has been set 
up by Lidl, which is 
accessible to the 
network of charities 
that currently collect 
food from Lidl GB 
stores to give to those 
in need. 

And thanks to a 
grant from Lidl, 
LifeHouse has been 
able to get a new door 
for its centre. “The old 
one had been boarded over — it was 
basically just a sheet of wood,” says 
Mike.
